To ih* Editor of th* Newton Graphic: 

The Graphic of Jnly 29th gives a re. 
port of the meeting held at the Nonan- 
tum club for tiie purpose of forming an 
Improvement .Society at Nonantum. I 
am in hearty sympathy with every move- 
ment whose object is to improve our city y 
and I sincerely hope that every en- 
couragement will be given our Nonantum 
friends to further their commendable 
effort. 

Among the speakers that addressed 
the meeting were Alderman Harbach and 
Mr. Avery L. IUnd, representing the New- 
ton Centre Improvement Association. 
Mr. Harbach is reported as saying “that 
credit is due to the Newton Centre Im- 

{ movement Association for much of the 
>eauty of Newton Centre as a place of 
residence, public parks have been laid 
out, planted and improved, on important, 
thoroughfares, etc., etc. Mr. Rand 
allowed what had been accomplished in 
improving and beautifying Newton 
Centre by united action, and said, “the 
Newton Centre Association had always 
acted in conjunction witli the City 
authorities, aud to this fact is due much 
of its success.” The words of these 
gentlemen cover two important points, 
first, united action, and what it can ac- 
I complish. Second, success when united 
action is employed in conjunction with 
! the City authorities. 

The great work accomplished at New- 
ton Centre under conditions set forth, 
gives assurance that equal if not greater 
good can be accomplished by an Im 
provement Association that will repre- 
sent the whole city. An Association at 
once careful of the interests of each sec- 
tion and each local society, but covering 
the broad field that represents every sec- 
tion. Such an Association can formulate 
plans for improvements that will make 
our whole city more beautiful, more 
desirable as a place of residence, giving 
it a power to attract added wealth, cul- 
ture, and refinement Beautiful as oar 
city is, rightly called “The Garden City” 
favored as she is by nature, witli hill, dale, 
plain, ponds and running brooks, she yet 
needs the hand of art to preserve her 
beauty, and to add thereto, she needs the 
fostering care of an Improvement As- 
sociation with members drawn from 
every section, who love the city as a 
whole, and who will support every effort 
to advauce her general interests. Such 
an Association would aid local associa- 
tions in their good work, and supplement 
that work by planning improvements of 
which the local needs will form a part, 
and thus minister to the good of the 
whole city. We are in line of the im- 
provements westward from Boston and 
should reap great benefits therefrom, as 
has the town of Brookline, but if we 
would attract to our city the most desir- 
able residents, we must be alive to the 
demands of such residents. We cannot 
afford to let any section of our city de- 
teriorate, every section must be im- 
proved, aud a plan devised that when 
completed will make one city “The Gar- 
den City of the World,” and bring joy 
and pride to all her people. Great work 
has been accomplished by our local As- 
sociations, great work is still before 
them, bat it should be harmouious, un- 
selfish work, and if they, acting in con- 
junction with the City authorities have 
realized such great benefits for their 
villages, so would the larger Association 
acting in like conjunction realize great 
benefits for the City as a whole, and at a 
great saving in cost, for concerted action 
is ever economical action. 

Dr. Stearns in his address said, “Not 
only were Nonantum people interested 
in a Nonantum Society, but there was a 
strong sentiment of interest awakened in 
Newton, Newtonvllle and West Newton.” 

Self preservation is a law of nature. 
Everything that benefits Nonantum, 
directly benefits the places he has named 
as well also the whole city.

No oue cun go out on the eleetric cars 
to Chestnut Hill reservoir, or leave 
the railway station and take a walk 
through the section kuowu as Aber- 
deen, the little section of elevated aud 
wooded land which lies betweeu Beacon 
street aud Commonwealth avenue, with- 
out discovering the fact that the people 
of culture aud wealth and refinement are 
, usiug this part of Brookline and Brighton 
for a residential quarter, with a rapidity 
: which seeius like a dream. Houses are 
! going up on almost every vacant lot, not 
such elegaut structures as Mi. Knapp 
has initiated iu his Beacouslield terraces, 
but still suhstautial structures of wood 
or brick or stoue. though uufortunately, 
wood is the more common material. Tiie 
indications are that before many years a 
large portion of the iufiueulial residents 
of Bostou and Brookliue will he concen- 
trated beyoud Aspiuwallaud Corey Hills, 
aud that this may be eveu the court cud 
of Bostou. The growth here is some- 
thing without precedent. It is a 
suburbau district where people who are 
particular us to their surrouudiugs may 
he reasonably sure that they cau estab- 
lish a home without having the neighbor- 
hood iuvaded by uudesirable elemeuts. 
Oue of the best thiugs about this growth 
is that the city of Bostou is alive to its 
importance aud proposes to fiuish Com 
mouwealth aveuue at au early date, aud 
that the towu of Brookliue is fully pre- 

{ >ared to do its part iu the biiugiug of 
aud within its own domain into the mar- 
ket for building purposes. The activity 
of both Boston aud Brookliue means au 
expenditure of uiouey where the returu. 
iu taxable property will be very large.

WHO WKRK THE Gl'RSTS IMMORTALIZED 
m LONGFELLOW’S POEM. 

One of the interesting driv. 8 from New- 
ton is to the Wayside Inn, in Sudbury, 
made famous by Lonf?follow, and which 
is one of the oldest buildings about Bos- 
ton. The distance from Newton is 
variously stated at from 13 to 15 miles, 
and the nearest route is probably to Wal- 
tham, where one takes the Weston 
road, past the handsome country resi- 
dences of many Bostonians; Weston 
Contrc, which is a genuine old fashioned 
country village, and then by the same 
road through Wayland to South Sudbury. 

It is a very easy route, as after leaving 
Waltham the road is a straight one, and 
ovoryono you ask will toll you to follow 
the telegraph polos ’till you como to the 
Inn. The roads arc good and the scenery 
is varied and attractive. A writer In the 
Boston Transcript gives the following 
interesting account of the Inn and the 
references made by the poet: 

Nineteen miles from Boston, in a 
charming spot of greon country, stands a 
wooden house of square and comfortable 
appearance, made dear forever to 
Amorican hearts as the Waystdo Inn of 
Longfellow s tales. Still it stauds upon 
the wayside, hospitably ready to receive 
the visitor who comes to soo the place 
where gathered the gay company whose 
brilliant sayings gave foundation to the 
poem. It has the calm look of well-pre- 
served old ngo. No more tlio niAil-coacli 
dasliee up to the door to deposit its load ; 
its hearth is crowded no longer by the 
feet of hurried travellers; oven the rail- 
road has respected its solitude and left it 
far behind, but its charm remaius un- 
broken, and it is a fitting symbol of the 
memories which cluster in its ample 
rooms. 

Hither, in the first half of this century, 
came Dr. T. W. Parsons, to pass a night 
in the Inn. The beauty of the place, and 
the babbling brook in which the Sicilian 
was fain to angle, so charmed him that 
be, with his family, organized a party to 
spend the next summer there, and from 
this assemblage, combining tho delight of 
intellect, music, and a high order of wit, 
was drawn tho plot of the poem. 

The Inn was then in its palmy days. 
Although a red horse pranced upon its 
sign, the fame of its proprietor spread so 
far that it was commonly called “Squire 
Howe’s Tavern.” 

Squire Lyman Howe was a type of the 
aristocratic landlord who has almost 
ceased to exist in New England. His 
father bad kept the inn before him, leav- 
ing at his death two sons aud one 
daughter. This daughter, Jerusha, was 
better educated than most girls of that 
day, aud was evidently a person of im- 
portance in the family. It was from her 
spinuet, left standing in the inn after her 
early death, that the Sicilian drew those 
dreamy strains of music which served to 
soothe the temper of the company, made 
occasionally impatient by rainy weather 
or disputes on theology. 

As Squire Howe’s name implies, he 
was of good descent, aud his pride was 
still further supported by the coat-of- 
arms, emblazoued “by the name of 
Howe,” which is mentioned in the pre- 
lude to the tales. He lived as a sort of 
gentleman farmer, overseeing his land, 
but doing little actual work, aud evident- 
ly always a welcome guest at the fireside 
when stories were in vogue. He was well 
learned in astrouomy and had an intense 
fear of lightning. It is said that during 
a thunderstorm he would sit on a high 
stool, in the middle of the bar-room, 
with his feet caiefully drawn up on the 
rounds, and calculate how near the 
flashes must come before he could be 
injured by them. It was in this same 
bar-room, made over into a sort of sit- 
ting room by Squire Howe, that the story 
tellers exchanged their tales. 

Dr. Parsons plays the part of the Poet. 
Into bis mouth are put the tales of “The 
Birds of Killiugwortb” and of “Lady 
Wentworth,” as befitting his character 
of charity and tolerance. 

The Student’s character was drawu 
from Mr. Henry W. Woles, well known 
from his bequest to Harvard College of 
part of bis exteusive library. He it was 
who loved 

“The twilight that surrounds 
The bonler-land of old romance’’— 
the chronicles of Charlemagne, and the 
deeds of the knights of the Table Round 
He was 

“With many a social virtue grand, 

And jet a liieud of solitude;” 
evinciug both by his love of bis 

“Great volumes garmented in white,” 
and by the pleasant meetings in which bo 
drew together in winter tho friends who 
gathered at the Wayside luu in summer. 
He speaks the tales of love and youth, of 
Eftinbard aud Emma, daughter of Charle- 
magne; of Sir Federigo aud his falcon, 
and a mist of romance ever envelopes his 
winds aud makes them fascinating. 

Quite different are the tales of the 
theologian, breathing perplexity and 
sacrifice for conscience’s sake. In spite 
of the dark story of "Toiquemada,” Dr. 
Daniel Treadwell, who furnished the 
theologian, was a man of great kindness 
of heart, concealed uuder a very silent 
exteri-n. He spent much of his time in 
inveighing against encouraging beggars 
by giving then money. One day an 
organ grinder stopped to play before the 
inn, and the Sicilian, opening the win- 
dow, threw a dime to him. “Very bad. 
very bad!” said tbe doctor. “You en- 
courage idleness when the fields are un- 
cultivated for want of laborers. Humph! 
Humph!” this last being bis favorite ex- 
clamation. A few minutes after, one of 


his music plays are somo of the most 
neautiful and sympathetic in the poem. 

There remains only of that goodly 
company the Spanish dew poem Alicant, 
whose tales, as well as himsolf. givo 
forth tbe odor of sandal and of clnna 
mon. He moves through tbe form apart 
from tbe others, slowly, and with a sort 
of mystery which is rightly his, as lie 
was purely a creation of Longfellow’s 
fancy, though Israel Edreki is said by 
some to havo been in bis mind. lie 
sings of victorious captains, of King 
Solomon, of rabbi’s learned in the law. 
Tho wonder of the East is in them all, and 
overall broods tho greatest mystery of 
life, tho Angel of Death. Tho Jew per- 
sonifies the unknown, which is uecossary 
to the tolling of all true talos, and wo 
are suro that his spirit must have been 
present in the Wayside Inn, oven if his 
body nover inhabited there. Tho soven 
spirits of this magic baud seem to live 
still in tbe quaint old hostelry; their 
voices echo about its broad hearth, 
mingled ever and anon with the plaintivo 
cry of tho matchless Cremona of Stradi- 
vari, aud their sound carries far beyond 
quiet Sudbury, into lands distant ns 
Sicily and Alicant, whoso people read 
familiar legends in these tales.

An Example of Organized Christian 
Thrift. 

In sharp distinction to tho mnny efforts 
that have been made by more or less 
socialistic organizations aud industrial 
communities is the experiment that has 
been successfully carried out by tbe 
Messrs. Harniel, a firm of manufacturers 
of Harmelville, France, which may be 
fairly called a successful example of 
organized Christian thrift. Those great 
factory-owners proceeded upou tho 
principle thal socialism or communism in 
any form brings its own downfall. They 
believe that successful association, as 
well as successful industrial advancement 
depend upou tbe training of tho individu- 
al and tbe maintenance of strict individu- 
al rights. All the workmen aro en- 
couraged — indeed, to a degree are forced 
by the situation — to become the owners 
of property, but tbe property is always 
entirely a man’s owu aud is subject only 
to the owner in any change that he may 
wish to make in it. The workmen are 
encouraged even from childhood to be- 
come depositors in savings institutions, 
to become members in the insurance 
organizations, and any other well-organ- 
izied mutual aid societies: but in all this 
their individual right is strictly regarded 
and there is nothing held in common. In 
connection with this part of the industri- 
al organization is a rigid, but none the 
less voluntary religious organization, 
which has worked so well that the I’ope 
has given his blessing to this singular 
and interesting industrial experiment. 

A special study of this community lias 
been made by Mr. John Graham Brooks, 
formerly lecturer at Harvard University, 
an expert who has contributed to our 
government statistics on social experi- 
ments: and his detailed explanation of 
the whole subject appears iu The Forum 
for August. A considerable part of the 
success of this unique experiment must 
of course ho attributed to the persoual 
qualities of the public-spirited men who 

hnvo it in charge. Muoh munt bo orodlt 
ed also t > the religious unity and earnest- 
ness of the whole community. But t’.iore 
is nothing in tho organization that savors 
in the least of other unusual circum- 
stances. It is not based upon any theory 
of socialistic or communistic develop- 
ment ; it does not take for granted any 
unusual qualities in the individual work- 
men further than good character and fair 
industry: and the main secret of tbe 
success of the whole community is that 
from childhood the doctrine of individu- 
al rights and the necessity of individual 
thrift is inculcated, not only by tho whole 
industrial, but also by the whole sociai, 
surroundiugs. This great manufactuiing 
community is, in a word, a school for the 
teaching of the first principles of success, 
and it has been uow established sufficient- 
ly long to warrant the expectation that 
the same experiment will be tried in 
other lands and iu many branches of work. 

Revive State- Bank Circulation. 
Would the revival of the issue of 
currency by the State hanks, as in ante- 
bellum times, really work commercial 
confusion*/ It has long been taken for 
granted, since the prohibitory tax of ten 
per cent was levied as a war measure on 
the issue of money by State hanks, that 
the revival of these hanks would cause 
such an outbreak of what was properly 
called “wild-cat” hanking that the com- 
mercial community would uever for a 
moment again listen to such system.

Tlie Plutocratic Revolution. 

The address of Brooks Adams before 
the Now England Tariff Reform League, 
June ir>, 1802, ooutainod much that is of 
interest to thoughtful men, allhough 
many will probably bo staggered by Mr. 
Adams’ conclusions. Some extracts 
from the nddress are given below: 


American peoplo whether or not they 
want organized woalth tortile over them, 
—for, if it comes in now, it will come in 
to stay. That moans practically a strong 
government. 

Fortunately for us who oppose this 
movement, wo nre represented by a man 
who seems to have been expressly de- 
veloped to tight this battle for us. Not 
only does ho insplro us with perfect con- 
fidence, but ho is certain to do the woik 
market! out before him by rational and 
conservative methods. Mr. Cleveland is 
at onen the first of tariff reformers and 
the strongest champion of sound monoy, 
and it is because ho is so well known to 
bo independent of both the plutocrats 
and the socialists that 1 believe ho has 
such n hold upon the good sense of the 
people. 


Wheh 1 say that, in my opinion, tariff 
reform has passed beyond the stage of 
being Rololy an economic issue, I know I 
run the risk of boing thought that worst 
of bores,— a crank; and yet I must at the 
outset frankly ndmit that, comparatively 
spoaking, I care very little for the result 
economically, so thoroughly am I per- 
suaded that Republican success next 
autumn will mean that very serious 
changes in our sooial system nre at hand. 
And uow,as 1 have no wish to be thought 
a crank, 1 will try to explain my reasons 
for thinking as 1 do. 

Wo all know that in our country, prac- 
tically, all the energy and ability of the 
peoplo are absorbed by commence in 
some form or other, and that, consequent- 
ly, wealth teuds io concentrate very 
rapidly in the hnuds of the ablest and 
strongest men, and to so concentrate in 
vast masses. In other words, competi- 
tion acts among individuals ns it does on 
everything else; the large absorbs the 
small. The longer the race, the greater 
difference between tbe horses at tho end; 
and, the longer this process of selection 
goes on, tho fewer will be the holders 
and the greater the mass of wealth in in- 
dividual bauds. At length, however, a 
time muBt come when it will be for the 
interest of tho winners thnt this process 
of competition should stop; nnd it can bo 
stopped by a combination among them- 
selves, supposing they are strong enough 
to control legislation. 

Apparently four years ago this point 
was reached; for it is, I think, clear that 
the McKinley tariff is nothing but a 
treaty made by the different industries 
amoDg themselves to stop foreign com- 
petition, and that the last presidential 
election wns carried by a combination of 
capitalists for the purpose of legislating 
in their own interests. But, side by sidc^ 
by this movement against foreign” com- 

E etition, corresponding combinations 
ave been made for tho purpose of con- 
trolling domestic production, so that, 
what between the tariff and the trust, the 
capitalist class seems nearing the point 
where it must indubitably attain its ob- 
ject, — the power of unlimited taxation 
for private purposes. 

If this view is at all sound, there is no 
disguising the fact that wo are approach- 
ing something akin to a social revolu- 
tion; for government by capital must 
necessarily be government by a minority, 
and government by a minority is a re- 
versal of what we have had hitherto. 

That government by capital must be 
government by a minority follows from 
the very process by which capitalists are 
made, which is by the failure of the many 
and the success of the few; and legisla- 
tion on benalf of the few must be as an- 
tagonistic to the many as legislation on 
behalf of monopolies iB notoriously an- 
tagonistic to legislation on behalf of 
labor, It is always the old issue, — tho 
struggle over the division of the margin 
of profit. 

It is no answer to tms reasoning to say 
that it is right for the minority to rule, if 
they have the brains and the power: we 
all know they will if they cau; but the 
question before the people now is wheth- 
er it is for their interest to let the 
minority get the power. 

« * * * * 

I suppose there is no one in the United 
States who sincerely believes that the 
McKinley Act could have been passed, 
had not its promotors invested great 
sums of money in certain critical States 
and districts; for without suchvau invest- 
ment there would have been no Republi- 
can President, to say nothing «f a Re- 
publican majority in Congress. Nor 
need I tell you that the ablest of their 
leaders were so convinced of the necessi- 
ty of supervising elejtions that they were 
ready to revolutionize our whole parlia- 
mentary system in order to force through 
the federal election bill; and the only 
reason they failed was because the East- 
ern and Western divisions of capitalists 
quarrelled among themselves, the manu- 
acturers refusing to pay the silver 
miners the price they asked for their 
votes. Not eveu to be able to count in a 
majority from tho South wore tho 
moneyed interests of New York and 
Pennsylvania willing to coin unlimited 
silver; and it was because of this split, and 
for no other reason, that the bill was lost. 

But 1 am convinced it has only been 
postponed, and that some such device is 
so necessary that it will bo carried 
through so soon as those who need it find 
themselves in a position to do it; nnd, 
when that time comes, I anticipate that 
we shall enter on a stage of development 
very different from anything we have yot 
had in our history. It will be the stage 
of active repression. 

***** 

Indeed, what else could any sane man 
expect? If capital combines for the pur- 
nose of taxing the whole community for 
its private emolument, the many who 
nay those taxes will instinctively com- 
bine to resist ; and, should the Republi- 
cans carry the next election, 1 believe 
that they will combine in a much more 
formidable manner than they have 
hitherto done. 

For these reasous, 1 think the defeat 
of Mr. Harrison is a matter of serious 
importance to all men of conservative in- 
stincts, who want to keep these two 
from coming into violent collision with 
each other; and the poiut of attack is 
obviously the tariff. Tho tariff is the 
key to the Republican position, for it is 
the bond which holds together the great 
moneyed combination which Mr. Depew 
himself says is the vital principle of the 
party. 

Once readjust that, and the value of 
the government as a joiut stock enter- 
prise will be so seriously impaired that 
it is probable the present combiuatiou of 
shareholders will dissolve; and, conse- 
quently, the attempt of organized wealth 
to control elections by force bills, and 
such revolutionary contrivances, will be 
abandoned for the present. 

The success of the Republicans, with 
their candidate and on their platform, 
means government by a plutocracy; and 1 
do uot believe that government by a 
plutocracy will be un improvement on 
what we have now. 

1 have nothing to say against Mr. Harri- 
son, except that lie represents, laid 
very ably represents, the plutocraoy. lie 
has been rfoonlMUd against tho pro- 
tests of all tlfo professional politicians of 
his party, because he does represent the 
money power; aud, therefore, the ques- 
tion is very squarely presented to the

Let 
t be kerosene oil. whale oil, lard oil, 
cod liver oil, rattlesnake oil or goose 
grease— you must eat it. The tax of 35 
ceuts a gallon is levied for tho protec- 
tion of some infant industry, and every 

g ood protectionist must stand by the 
aby, even if she does look badly aud 
smell strong. Don’t go back on the baby, 
Jackson, whatever you do" 

“Besides, old man, it’s nothing worse 
than cottonseed oil, after all. You cau 
stand a little cottonseed oil on your 
cucumbers for the dear baby’s sake, can't 
you? Come, now. just try one mouthful. 
Think what would become of the cotton 
seed oil industry if all the Republicans 
in tbe country should do what you are 
doing. 

“You know, Jacksou, that the intent 
in taxing olive oil is to make it so ex- 
pensive that none but the rich can afford 
to use the pure article, so that those who 
have to practise economy must buy some- 
thing composed almost exclusively ol 
cotton-seed oil. If tb* cottonseed oil 
men could have their way, probably they 
would put upon the statute books pro- 
viding that nu one should cut uuy other 
oil in salads than theirs, but they canuot 
have just what they want, and so they, 
like good citizens, art? putting up with 
what the present law gives them. 

“That law says that it’s proper for 
poor devils like you and me to eat this 
stroug-smelliug, gagging stuff. You say 
the law is all right.

It enn scarcely bo said that the pro- 
ject of elevating the railroad tracks 
grows in favor. Judging from the com- 
ments one hears, people like it less, the 
more they think about it, and almost 
any other way of getting rid of grade 
crossings would be preferable. On this 
account Mr. Langford’s plan of moving 
the tracks is meeting with more and 
more lavor, as that would do away with 
the necessity for any elevated tracks, and 
they could be sunk about tho same as 
the tracks are in Brighton. Some are 
even still asking why not sink the tracks 
where they are, for at least half the dis- 
tance required, and build tho necessary 
bridges, if tho railroad authorities do 
not wish to move tho tracks. This would 
do away with a good deal of tho noiso. 
Of course, when the decision is uuoe 
made, poople will submit, as Americans 
have a habit of putting up with every- 
thing, even if they do not like it. 


A LOW TAX RATE. 

Tho assessors have figured up tho tax 
trate and the citizens will be pleasantly 
surprised to flud that it is less than Inst 
:year. This has been a year of extraor- 
dinary expenses, but in spite of these, 
<city affairs have been so well managed, 
-and the assessors have found such grati- 
fying evidence of Newton’s growth, that 
the rate is to be $14.00 this year, a re- 
duction of 40 cents from a year ago. 

The assessors found an increase of 
Taxable property of $2,888,704, which is 
nearly threo times the gain of previous 
years, the usual increase being about a 
million dollars. This is due in largo 
measure to the many new buildings 
erected about the city, and also to the 
introduction of the block system of 
assessment, by which property that es- 
caped the assessors has been added in ; 
lastly, there has been a large gain in 
personal property. 

The gain by wards shows that Ward 
'One leads with a gain of $707,800; Ward 
Six comes second with $007,070; Ward 
Three, $529,475; Ward Five, $337,750; 
Ward Two, $234,904; Ward Seven, 
$21S,000; and Ward Four comes last 
■with $103,125. 

The total increase in real estate valua- 
tion is $1,829,300, and in personal 
property $1,059,4S4. There is also a gain 
in polls of 38S, making the total number 
.now 7,207.

The tax rate of Newton is much lower 
'•than most suburban towns and cities, 
:some of them going as high as $18, 
.and while Newton does uot pretend to 
be a tax dodger’s paradise, like Cohasset, 
•■yet there are very few suburban towns 
which offer so many advantages to resi- 
dents, in the way of liue streets and 
sidewalks, the best of schools, one of 
‘•the largest free libraries outside of Bos- 
•ton, an abuudant water supply, a system 
of sewerage that will soon embrace the 
whole city, the healthiest city in tho 
•.commonwealth, handsome churches of 
•every denomination, aud other ad- 
vantages quite too numerous to mention. 
13,t is not a rich man’s town like Brook- 
lline, but we can offer every advantage 
•that Brookline has, aud according to 
•testimony of real estate owners in that 
itown, ils atsessois keep the rate a trifle 
Uower than that of Newton by constant 
marking up the valuo of real estate. The 
great majority of Newton’s population 
•is composed of people iu moderate cir- 
cumstances, young aud enterprising 
^business men, who locate here to grow 
np with the city, aud who do much to 
intake Newton such a delightful place to 
live iD. 


The project of a New ton Improvement 
Sooiety, embracing the whole city, is 
broached by Mr, Langford, in a letter in 
another column, and some of the many 
advantages of such a society are dwelt 
upon. Iu connection with the letter, the 
article from the Boston Hera g 

what has been done in Brookline, will be 
of interest, especially as the westward 
march of improvement must sooner or 
later take in Newton. A city society 
could hasten the coming of such a de- 
sirable addition to our city, and the South 
street boulevard and the Carswell boule- 
vard would be important aids to the de- 
velopment of the city. 


The Newton Republican Ward and 
city committee have decided to call the 
caucuses for Wednesday evening, Sept. 7, 
and to olect all delegates by written bal- 
lots. Chairman Garduer wants Repub- 
licans to organize and is confident of 
carrying the city by an increased Repub- 
lican vote this fall, as it is presideutial 
year. It has been decided to hold a num- 
ber of campaign rallies and securo the 
best speakers attainable. 


Watertown people are complaining 
loudly over the water, which is furnished 
them by a private company. They say 
it is not fit to drink and that a water 
famine is threatened. They ought to 
come to Newton where the purest city 
water is furnished in abundance. 


There are still said to bo 300 un- 
licensed dogs in Newton, the Assessors 
finding over 1,300, and the City clerk 
having recorded only 1053, aud Constable 
Laflie is looking after the owners. It is 
cheaper to pay the license before Mr- 
Laflie makes his visit. 


Senator Gilman lias a letter in an- 
other column explaining his relations 
with Speaker Barrett, which will be of 
nterest to our readers. It is well to 
have such things understood at the be- 
ginning, before any action is taken by 
the voters.

Dr. Hale aud his boy friends used to 
play. School street was so named be- 
cause tbe Boston Latin school was 
located there. The histoiy of Bostou as 
t was 70 years ago is presented iu a very 
UCafeciuatiug way, aud these papers will 
clause great demand for the Atlautic.

That August Is the best time to trans- 
plant evergreens has been proved by Mr. 
W. C. Strong of Waban, whose beautiful 
stock of evergreens are in fine condition. 
A visit to his extensive nursery would re- 
pay any lover of rare varieties of ever- 
greens. 

The Colorado Spruce with its beautiful 
silver blue color is a great addition to a 
lawn, and Mr. Strong has a fine stock of 
these trees, for which he is receiving many 
orders for August planting. Their color 
would make them desirable, and they are a 
new variety, recently introduced here from 
the Rocky Mountains, and have not yet be- 
come common. Mr. Strong has been very 
successful in cultivating them, and he has 
a large variety. Among them are the 
Pungens, Concolor, Englemann, and he has 
also the Douglas fir, Juniper and other 
varieties, with the same silvery sheen. 

The Colorado Spruces far surpass the 
Norways for beauty, and seem destined to 
take their place in the ornamentation of 
grounds. 

Mr. Strong says that in August the ever- 
greens have s toppi*d growing and will bear 
removal easily. Then the fall rains start 
the roots again and they form a good 
growth before cold weather comes. He 
has tried it with hundreds of plants, in all 
stages of growth, so he cau speak from ex- 
perience. One interesting sight in his 
nursery is a bed of these Colorado Spruces 
raised from seed. They are now three 
years old, but they are only a few inches 
high, growth being very slow the first three 
id after that.

TO TAKE THE PARENT’S PLACE. 


surr. SEAVER GIVES HIS VIEWS OK A 
PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


Supt. Edwin P. Soaver of the Hoston 
schools delivered an address before the 
Harvard Teachers’ Association iu Seaver 
Hall, Harvard CollegCiTuesday afternoon 
on “ A Reformatory or Parental School.” 

The chief aim of the American school 
system, ho said, is to make education 
universal. It is not enough to make 
education free to make it universal. It 
is necessary, besides, to make it com- 
pulsory. In the early history of American 
school's freedom would have been enough, 
but as cities grow the educational prob- 
lem becomes more serious, and compul- 
sory legislation becomes necessary in 
every state where communities have 
advanced beyond the rural stage. 

The earliest compulsory education in 
Massachusetts was embodied in the 
statute which applied to parents oi 
guardians of students regarding the at 
tendance of a child at school for a certain 
number of weeks each year between the 
ages of S and 14. The weak point of this 
law was the difficulty of enforcing it. 
The violators have generally been people 
too poor to pay a flue, aud heuce the 
actual enforcement has been more or less 
neglected. 

The next law was more effective, it 
applies to employers of child labor. It is 
found that a reason for many children 
beiug kept out of school is the mouey 
they cau earn. This law prohibits the 
employment of children under 13 years 
of age. It prohibits, also, an employei 
from keeping in his employ achild nuclei 
10 years without keeping a certificate 
setting fourth the age of, and the educa 
tional advantages enjoyed by the child. 
The minimum of this education must be 
an atteudauce of 30 weeks at school 
within the 12 months preceding the issue 
of certificate. 

Hy means of this law tho school attend 
auce of Hoston has been iiicr6ased 30 pel 
cent. There still remain, however, a 
good many children, boys especialy, who 
are out of school iu spite of these laws. 
They constitute the truant class. 

Hence the third enactment was that if 
boys refuse persistently to attend school, 
such hoys may he taken before the court 
and confined for a greater or less period, 
trenerallv not longer than two years. 

It has been usual to turu truants, after 
conviction in court, to the keepers of 
jails and reformatories, aud that treat- 
ment of truants is a burning, crying 
shame. A truant is not a criminal. Cor- 
rect his waywardness, and you may save 
him from crime; put him in a prison and 
you are almost certain to make a criminal 
of him. 

We mny divide the reformatories of 
this couutry into two classes, those 
managed on the so-called congregate 
plan, w here boys are herded together in 
one great institution and treated in all 
respects like criminals. The other sort . 
is the so-called family plan, where boys 
urc divided into groups of 20 or 3), 
with a mau and worneu over each group. 

To the first class of these reformatories 
I should not send a hoy any more than to 
a prison. It would be almost certain to 
make a jailbird of him. To the other 
class, under such ciicumstances, truants 
might bo sent, but even this appioval 
should he carefully qualified. 

The need of a special school for truants 
has made itself so much felt that special 
schools have been established iu several 
counties ill this state. Teople iu Hostou 
have long felt that the truant school on 
Deer island has been a primary school of 
crime. Hence the ollicers have been loth 
to make arrests, aud the courts have re- 
sorted to any exoedient rather tliau send 
a hoy to Deer island, and heuce the boy 
is let go until he goes down as a real 
criminal. 

Six years ago the city was authorized 
hy the Legislature to establish on the 
main laud a special school for truants. 
It was then suggested that instead of 
truant school the school should he called 
a parental school. Wheu this school is 
established, it will aim to take the place 
of parents until the truant hoy has be- 
come habituated to steady, regular 
habits. 

These pareutal schools are a necessity, 
growing out of the attempt for universal 
education, and should he established 
only under the roost approved methods. 
And au important subject to be con- 
sidered is that of indetermiuate sentence. 

I should recommend this principle most 
strongly. Let the hoy earn his way out 
as soon as lie cau. It is the greatest 
pressure iu behalf of good work aud re- 
form that can be imagined.

There is A constant fond between the 
suburban residents and the Sunday ex- 
cursionists The suburban resident goes 
to New York in the morning and goes 
lutck in the afternoon, except on Sun- 
day, when he stays at home. It. would 
Ruit him if the Sunday train servico 
were almost entirely stopped, except one 
morning train out into the country and 
one evening train hack to let his per- 
sonal friends go out and Spend the day 
with him. The Sunday excursionist 
represents to him a concentration of the 
destructive forces of mankind, so he 
goes to Tuxedo or Wave Crest or some 
reservation where excursionists are not 
permitted to go. and when ho got* 
rich enough he builds a place in tho 
midst of grounds wide enough to hide 
him from the road, and puts out watch- 
men to prevent jieople he does not want 
from coming in and tramping on the 
grass. 

This is more an American than an 
English feeling. In England almost all 
of the show country places are open to 
visitors under restrictions which aro 
generally observed. It would bo re- 
garded as an improper and unsocial 
thing for an Englishman with a fine 
country place to drive people off tho 
grounds. Instead of that ho welcomes 
visitors and provides guides to take 
them around and look after t hem. — New 
York Sun. 

Big Price* for Olil Toy*. 

Old toys so very seldom survive the 
rough work which their possessors give 
them that if by any chance they do 
weather the storm t hey become extremely 
valuable. A collection of old playthings, 
many of which belonged to royal chil- 
dren, has just been sold at the Hotel 
Dronot, nml some of the articles fetched 
prices which even their artistic merit 
and their strange survival of the vicissi- 
tudes would hardly have seemed to 
merit. For instance, a little doll, rather 
less than a foot high, but clad in a pan- 
oply of steel, “armed at all points ex- 
actly cap-a-pie.” but perfectly modeled, 
and made at the time when Louis XIII 
sat on the throne of France, sold for 615 
francs; and even this price was eclipsed 
by that given for a tiny set of carriages 
carved in wood and accompanied by 
little woodeu soldiers, made not cousule 
plauco, but when Napoleon was first 
consul, which brought in neary 1,000 
francs. A miniature kitchen, interest- 
ing as being an exact model of that use- 
ful lioushold apartment, tempo Louis 
XVI, and a little jointed doll, sixteen 
inches high, dressed in a broche silk 
Watteau dress, fetched 340 francs and 
110 francs respectively. Many other 
toys belonging to bygone epochs sold at 
almost fancy prices. — Galignani Mes- 
senger.

An old trapper has been bringing from 
the mountains for two weeks a number 
of peculiar little animals that have puz- 
zled a good many people to tell wlmt 
they were. They are about the size of 
a common cat and have large bushy 
tails like that of the raccoon. Their 
bodies are long and slender and well 
protected with a thick growth of brown- 
ish colored hair. Their eyes are black 
and snapping and when teased they 
growl and spit like a cat, showing a row 
of teeth as sharp as cambric needles.

Dr. G. De F. Smith has tiled a claim 
against the city for $500 for services as 
an expert witness for the people in the 
trial of Carlyle W. Harris, the medical 
student, for the murder of his wife, 
Helen Wilson Potts Harris. 

Professor Witthaus, the chemical ex- 
pert who made the analysis of the con- 
tents of the dead woman’s stomach, has 
tiled with the district attorney a bill of 
$5,000 for that service. 

Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, another 
expert witness iu the case, has collected 
a bill of $1,500 for his services, and 
other hills from expert witnesses have

Their fortune, inherited from their 
father, M. Parissot, was left to their 
stepbrothers, the Finances. Hardly had 
Mine.

Avery L. Rand writes: “We do not make 
our morning, noouday and evening meals 
of bread alone; no more Is any one weal 
composed of one article of diet. Variety 
best serves the body, and why not the head 
and heart? In other words, suit your even- 
ing service to the times and conditions as 
you find them. A wise] pastor will study 
the needs of his people, and he will find all 
claves and conditions of minds, hearts and 
heads. He will try to minister to eacli and 
all, and to do this will probably vary the 
character of the evening service us his best 
judgment dictates.’’ Hon. Alden Speare 
writes; “as a general rule I think the 
prayer-meetings are essential to the 
spiritual prosperity and success of a 
church, not only for the Christian life of 
tlie membership, but for the proper train- 
ing and educating of our children in the 
way of life and salvation, and also as the 
time and place in which to save sinners. 
The practice of a sermon and then a short 
prayer-meeting has never seemed to me to 
oe productive of good results. Seldom do 
any hut church members stop to the prayer- 
meeting, and many of them, after attend- 
ing the morning service, the Sunday school 
and the se^onu preaching service, do not 
rcMiiain. If they do not, their example is 
quoted and followed. I think the last Sun- 
day evening in the month should invaria- 
bly be a missionary prayer-meeting, care- 
fully arranged by the pastor, and a 
collection taken. If the pastor is of excep- 
tional ability, so a* to draw from the float- 
ing population, let him preacli the first 
Sunday evening each month on some adver- 
tised subject. Other Sunday evenings 
he should not monopolize the time; and his 
part of the service, including opening 
prayer (if he makes it), reading of Scrip- 
ture, and his address, should not occupy 
over fifteen to twenty minutes.’’

STRUCK BY MGHTNI NG. 

THE MOST SEVERE STORM OF THE SEA- 
SON. 

During the severe thunder storm just 
after midnight this morning, the stable 
on tho Fine Farm School place, {|on Chest- 
nut street, West Newton, was struck by 
lightning and flames immediately burst 
forth. Alarms were sounded on boxes 
35 and 37, at 1.13 and the fire depart- 
ment wan promptly on hand, the rain 
meanwhile pouring in torrents. The 
flames spread so rapidly that nothing 
could be saved, and the contents, con- 
sisting of two horses, two cows, a pig, 15 
tons of hay and a quantity of farming 
tools, wagons, etc. wero consumed. The 
loss will probably be in excess of $2000, 
and it is said to be covered by insurance. 

The lightning also struck Plummer's 
block, Auburndale, but the oDly damage 
was ripping off some shingles. 

The storm was the severest of the seta- 
sou, and the lightning and thunder were 
terriffic. Sleep was impossible and the 
air seemed full of electricity, with the 
crashes of thunder right overhead. 

A great quantity of rain fell which did 
some damage by washouts and after the 
electric storm subsided, it settled down 
into a steady rain, which lasted until 
after daylight. 

During the storm the sewer trench on 
Homer street caved in way across the 
street, burying the tools and siding. 

During the storm the striker at West 
Newton was burned out so that it could 
not sound an alarm. Many telephones 
were also burned crL 


Watering of Our Streets. 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Improvements in constructing streets 
have been made in our beautiful city from 
time to time, but still there are others that 
might and ought to be made, especially in 
cleaning and watering. 

In order to keep a street clean and as free 
from dust and mud as possible no street 
should be watered during the day. as the 
water does not penetrate the dust, quickly 
dries up, is made into dust by being driven 
over, and in a few hours there is nothing 
but a mess of dust. The watering should 
be done in the evening after 8 o’clock, the 
surface will become hardened during the 
night and will continue so ordiuarily dur- 
ing the following day. In the thickly 
settled parts of tlie city the cleaning should 
be done before 7 o’clock in the morning 
or after six at night. 

There has been another feature of 
watering that is objectionable, and that is 
watering tlie streets on Sunday. 

Sunday work is more expensive, besides 
Sunday was designed by God for man and 
beast to rest. It is very annoying to hear 
a watering cart thundering through the 
streets on Sunday as they have been of 
late, and the streets watered as many as 
four times during the day and kept in a 
continuous state of mud.

SHEW YORK TKNNI5 CHAMPIONSHIP IS IN 
THE UATTER’S KEEPING. 

Steady playing and good tennis in an 
•uphill fight made W. Percy Knapp of 
York winner of the championship 
•of Now York state against Fred H. 
aiovey of Newton Centre, last Saturday, 
•who held the High Hock cup and the 
•championship one year. It took fivo 
‘•nets, and good sets, too, for Knapp to 
boat the Massachusetts favorite on the 
^Congress Park court, at Saratoga, N. N. 
,A great crowd of people camo to see 
illovcy walk away an oasy winner, but 
•they were disappointed. 

Hovey won the first two sets with 
•comparative easo, 0—2, 0—2. Whon in 
•the third sot he had the old Yale 
^champion fivo games to one and the 
a core 40 to 16 in his favor, many of the 
tfashionable audience around the court 
were prepared to go, believing that 
IHovey had won three straight Rots. 

But not so; Hovey lost that game and 
^continued to lose until Knapp, nervous 
;*nd energetic, straining every muscle to 

3 et every ball and using his brain to 
ecide about scientific paces, pulled the 
•score up to five games all. Hovey losing 
*the set 6 — 8. 

TUy started at 11 o’clock with Kuapp 
rserving. 

Knapp won the first, a love game, 
ahrough Hovey’s mistatce. 

In the second the Harvard man did 
:some great serving and placing, and won 
tthe game to 30. 

Knapp kept Hovey running in the 
"third and Recured the game, as the 
majority of the champion’s returns were 
wild and ineffective. 

Hovey now took a decided brace. His 
strokes were muoli harder and his play- 
ing steadier, nnd he played all around 
^Knapp for the balance of the set, winning 
live straight games by easy scores. 

This gave him the first sot, 6—2. 

In the second set Knapp again began 
serving and again won the first game 
without allowing his opponent a single 
ipoint. 

Hovey sent too many balls out of 
•court and into the net. He did some 

S and playing in the second, both from 
e back of the court and at the net, the 
result being that he won the game to 30. 

Knapp played far better tennis thau 
'.Hovey in the third and secured the game 
to 30. 

The tables were turned in Hovey’s 
favor in the fourth. His net work and 
lobbing had a bad effect on Knapp’s 
game. 

“Two games all,” called Referee 
•Clark, and the spectators were on the 
^tiptoe of excitement. 

Hovey now won three straight games 
by better generalship and harder play. 

With the score 5—2 in Hovey’s favor, 
3vnapp made a game fight to cut the 
score down and succeeded in winning 
the eighth and ninth games, only to lose 
•the 10th by Hovey’s superior placing. 
This gave him the second set, 0—4. 

The third set opeued most auspiciously 
lor the Boston representative, who 
•captured the first game at 15, with 
.Kuapp serving. In the second Hovey 
<did some great work from the back ot 
the court, winning the game in a com- 
'paratively easy manner. 

Good placing on Hovey’s part had a 
great deal to do with his success in the 
•third, and the game went to his favor by 
the same score. 

In the fourth, Hovey was all over the 
•court, ana no matter where Knapp sent 
the ball, he was always ready to return 
)it out of his opponent’s reach. 

Hovey won the game to 30, which 
•made his fourth straight. 

Knapp was uot discouraged, however, 
:and by steady work pulled off the fifth, 
^ love game, through Llovey’s mistakes. 

Hovey won the sixth after a close fight 
making the score 5—1 in his favor. 

It was here that Hovey showed poor 
.judgment, for in the next game lie had 
-Knapp 40— 15 and one point would have 
won him the match, when he missed the 
•easiest kind of a shot. 

It was pure carelessness on his part, 
•aud cost him the set, as Knapp tied the 
■ score and later won, 8—0 Knapp 
moored 43 points to 30 for Hovey. 

Thus the match finished with Knapp a 
"■victor. The name of W. Percy Kuapp 
rgoes on the massive silver High rock 
•cup, valued at $251). The cup is one of 
•the finest trophies in the teunis line in 
'the country. Knapp also wius the big 
^silver, gold-lined cup which goes to the 
'winner of the tournament. Harold 
^McCormick of Chicago, a Piincoton 
*College man, carries of the first prize in 
•consolation singles.

The Newton Circuit Line. 

We trust that the report is true that 
the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
has entered upon the work of so increas- 
ing its facilities as to permit of the run- 
ning of more frequent suburban trains 
around its Newton circuit, says the Bos- 
ton Herald. We have on seveial occ 1 to ' 8 
referred to the fact that no railroad 
corporation having its terminal in Bos- 
ton was better placed than this one to 
build up au ideal system of rapid transit; 
that it had a splendid track bed, well 
built stations, and well equipped trains; 
yet, with all of these advantages, it has 
not given to its patrons in Newton, 
Brookline and Brighton— suburbs having 
immencc possibilities iu the way of de- 
velopment in population — that convenient 
railroad service that the dwellers in other 
suburban sections nave obtained from 
other railroad companies which are 
hysicallv less able. The statement has 
een made by Mr. Whitney of the West 
End Company that his Brookline and 
Brighton line of electric cars has iu the 
short time that it has beeu in existence 
developed a patronage equal to the 
average of that of any of the steam rail- 
road liues coming into Boston, While 
the attractions of the fast running electric 
cars over the Beacon street boulevard 
would draw passeugers under any condi- 
tions, it is not improbable that a consider- 
able part of this patronage, which is to 
quite a degree formed of new settlers, 
could have been secured or retained by 
the Boston & Albany road, whoso lines 
run through the same district, if that 
company had run more .frequent trains, 
aud if its rates of fare had been based 
upon a moderate scale of charges. It is, 
so far as the community is concerned, 
far better that a railroad company should 
obtain a go >d income by doing an exceed- 
ingly large busiuess upon a small profit, 
than that it should have eveu a smaller 
income by doing an exceedingly restrict- 
ed business upon a large nominal profit. 
The volume of patrouage is chiefly de 
termmed by the convenience afforded 
both as to time and price, and when these 
conveniences are not giveu, or are given 
only in a partial manner, tbo railroad 
company ceases in part to perform the 
functions it was created to exercise. Tne 
report that we have referred to above 
would seem to indicate that the Boston 
& Albany company had at last concluded 
that it was well to attract custom, aud 
hence the dwellers iu Diookline an 1 the 
upper part of Newton nuy soon be as 
much favored iu the way of train service 
as the residents of West Roxbury. on the 
line of the Providence division of the 
Old Colony.

Tariffs, Strikes, and Waives. 

Harper.’ Weekly. 

Tho labor troubles at Homestead have 
started a lively discussion between pro- 
tectionists and tariff reformers as to 
whether the tariff bad anything to do 
with those disturbances. Tho protec- 
tionists point to tho fact that labor 
troubles and Rtrikes occur in free-trade 
England as frequently as in protectionist 
America, and that therefore it cannot bo 
said that the tariff is their cause and free 
trade tho remedy. This is unquestion- 
ably correct. But in oue very important 
respeot the answer is not sufficient. 
One of tho main arguments constantly 
and vociferously urged in favor of high 
protective duties is that they are not 
only to aid the manufacturer in making 
industrial production profitable, hut 
that the tariff is especially intended to 
ameliorate tho condition of the Ameri- 
can workman beyond anything hitherto 
known. It is to securo to him constant 
employment and high and steady wages; 
it is to otiablo him to own his house and 
lot, to have tho comforts of a home and 
a considerable amount of the enjoy- 
meuts of civilized society; it is to insure 
him, unless he he very imprudent, 
against want and care in his old age; it 
is, in short, to secure to him conditions 
of life with which he would have every 
reason to ho content. Such promises 
have been aud are poured into tho ears 
of workiug-men, especially at election 
times, when the labor vote is wauted for 
tho protectionist party. fl 

A large portion of the labor vote has 
actually been wou in that way for tho 
high-tariff policy, and it is by no means 
surprising that the working men should 
have taken the representations made to 
them seriously. According to what they 
have been told, they have reason to be- 
lieve that tho tariff laws were made 
specifically for their benefit; that in the 
matter of employment and wages tho 
American working-men are to he much 
less dependent upon the state of the 
labor market and upon the vicissitudes 
of business than workiug men in free- 
trade countries arc; that they may claim 
a share in the profits made by the 
establishments in which they are em- 
ployed with a better right and to a 
larger extent than may be claimed by 
working-men not protected by a tariff; 
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working-men not protected by a tariff; 
that they will be taken excellent care of 
somehow, whether by their employers 
or by the power that made the tariff 
law. It is easy to see what notions of 
right and what expectations of benefit 
may thus bo encouraged in the minds of 
the credulous, and how those minds are 
-thus prepared for the exciting appeals of 
the agitator. 

But the tariff laws say nothing about 
wages or continuity of employment. 
The fulfilment of the promises made by 
the protectionists in behalf of the tariff 
is not provided for in the statue. That 
fulfilment is left to the most immediate 
beneficiaries of the protective system, 
the manufacturers. There may be 
manufacturers who run their establish- 
ments as beuevolent institutions, and 
who think first of their working-men 
and last of themselves; but it is not in 
human nature that there should be many 
of this kind. Most manufacturers will 
manage their business on ordinary busi- 
ness principles. They will have a keen 
eye to their own profits. If managers 
of stock companies, they will consider it 
a matter of justice as well as of pride to 
secure large dividends to the share- 
holders. They will ordinarily pay the 
working-man not as much as they might, 
but as much as they must; or, to ex- 
press it less harshly, although their 
profits might allow it, they are not likely 
in the payment of wages to go much 
beyond tho market rate. And whenever 
profits are endaogered by unfavorable 
circumstances, they will resort to what- 
ever may servo to prevent a deficiency — 
a reduction of wages among other 
things. 

The working-man, who is uot au un- 
reasonable being, will submit to a reduc- 
tion of his wages when ho sees the 
necessity of it. " But ho will be the more 
unwilling to admit such a necessity 
under any circumstances, the more 
reason he has been given to look upon 
himself as at least one of the intended 
beueficiaries of the laws which have 
done so much to make his employer 
rich. He will be rather iucliued to 
argue that under these laws he had 
hardly had the full share of the benefit 
that was promised to him, and that 
somebody else has unlawfully made off 
with a large portion ot what was the 
working-man’s duo. And if, upon this 
view of the case, the laboring-man works 
out for himself a theory of rights far be- 
yond this, we must uot be altogether as- 
tonished to find that the tariff, with all 
those promises with which it has been 
commended to the favor of the workiug- 
man, has become one of the most effec- 
tive propagators of socialistic ideas. 

The working-men will gradually open 
their eyes to the lact that those fail- 
speeches have most cruelly deceived 
them. They have only to look at the 
rates of wages iuthe different countries 
of the world to satisfy themselves that 
high wages are not caused by a high 
protective tariff, aud that low wages are 
uot caused by the ubsence of a high 
tariff. Wo are constantly told, wheu 
comparing American wages with English 
wages, that in the United States are 
much higher than wages iu England be- 
cause we are blessed with a protective 
system while Euglaud is uot. But it is a 
notorious fact that wages iu free-trade 
England range much higher thau wages 
in Germany and iu other Europeau 
countries blessed with a protective tariff. 
Now if iu one high-tariff couutry wages 
are higher thau iu oue free-trade couutry, 
aud if at the same time wages iu that 
free-trade couutry are higher thau in 
several high-tariff countries, theu it can- 
not possibly be that the high tariff 
makes a high rate of wages aud the 
abseuce of the tariff a low oue. 

If the workiug-uian pursues his in- 
quiries further, he will find that during 
that famous period wheu the Uuited 
States had a low tariff, from 1840 to 1801, 
wages here were as much higher as those 
iu auy Europeau couutry us they are 
uow, aud that duriug that low-tariff 
period they were steudily rising. He 
will tiud that wages iu this couutry have 
always been higher thau European 
wages, uot ou ac count of auy tariff, but 
ou account of the circumstances sur- 
rounding us— the large quantity of cheap, 
fertile aud easily accessible laud; the 


almost inexhaustible abundance and 
variety of natural resources inviting 
enterprise; the numberless opportunities 
for fruitful activity; the exceptional 
energy and productiveness of labor in 
this country; and ao on. He will find 
that the wares of persons engaged in 
such lal < t ai is not. protected by any 
tariff at 11, such as employes of transpor- 
tation c* m p lilies, house-servants, brick- 
layers, carpenters, bakers, longshore- 
men, plasterers and many others, aro 
among tho highest, compared with cor- 
responding wages in Europe. Finally, 
ho will find that employment and wages 
arc as dependent on tho labor market 
aud the state of business in high-tariff 
America as in free-trade Englnnd, and no 
less; that labor organizations have as 
much influence upon such things hero as 
in England, and no more; and that the 
promises with which the protective 

f iolicy is commended to tho favor of the 
aboring-men cannot possibly bo ful- 
filled by any tariff law, and nro therefore 
a delusion and a snare.

THE NEWTON WATER. 


NO IMPURITIES IN IT HANGEHOU8 TO 
HEALTH. 

Recent cases of malaria iu Newton have 
been attributed to the condition of the 
water. It has been said that the domestic 
supply has been contaminated, and some 
physicians have taken the precaution of 
directing the use of filters, and requiriug 
tbe water to be boiled iu cases of sick- 
ness. 

There is a vaiiety of opinions concern- 
ing the nature of tbe alleged impurities 
iu the water. Some people attribute it to 
the condition of the Charles river, which 
is contaminated with sewage. That 
theory is not tenable, foi the reason that 
the source of supply is that of natural 
springs, the water not being taken from 
the river. At the time of tho installing 
of the water works, it was supposed that 
a portion of the water supply came from 
the Charles river. 

This idea was afterward shown to be 
incorrect, the proof to tho contrary being 
tbe fact that the water iu the filter basin 
is about nine inches higher than that of 
the river. The soil between the river 
aud the filter basin is clay marl, and ex- 
perts declare that the water caunot 
percolate through it from tho river to the 
receiving basin. 

The water department officials attribute 
the condition of the water to tho ac- 
cumulation of a slight vegetable growth 
iu dead ends of mains, aud say that there 
is no cause for alarm, and that the water 
contains no impurities dangerous to 
health. 

A New ton chemist says the water con- 
tains a vegetable growth, termed lilamen- 
tus algie, in localities only where dead 
ends are situated. He says that the water 
is comparatively pure, aud that there isuo 
occasion for alarm. 

In the latest report of the state board 
of health relative to the water supply of 
cities, Newton water is deolared to be al- 
most entirely free from animal impuri- 
ties. 

The water at the present time is slight- 
ly discolored in some localities and con- 
tains a vegetable growth resembling a 
long white hair, visible to the naked eye 
when the water is held up to the light. 


Can You Swim l 

Tho above question is often asked at 
this time of the year when drowning 
accideuts are an every day occurrence. 
Hardly a morning paper is picked up 
that does uot coutaiu the accouut of one 
or more drowuiug accidents, caused iu 
most cases by lack of kuowiug how to 
swim. 

Here iu Newtou no one can say they 
have no opportunity to learn, for we 
have iu our city what no other city has, 
a summer swimming school, where meu, 
women and childron can learn to swim 
at reasonable terms. The school is 
situated ou tho estate of James T Allen, 
Esq., Washington street, near Auburn, 
West Newtou, where, iu a secluded quiet 
spot which nature lias made beautiful, 
reminding oue, us a gentleman recently 
returned from abroad remarked, of the 
swimming baths of Germany aud other 
countries, oue cau liud clear pure water 
iu which to refresh himself by a plunge 
or swim. As our rivers and largo ponds 
are not safe for children, they are de- 
prived of learning to swim by auxious 
parents who would otherwise have them 
learu, could they do so iu perfect safety. 
Oue special feature of the Hummer 
swimming school is the absolute safety 
with which ovuu the youugest person 
cau swim or bathe. Every precaution is 
taken agaiuHt accident, the deep water 
beiug separated from the shallow by a 
boom of fogs it is impossible for childreu 
to go beyond tboii depth. Oue or two 
attendants, themselves ywimmgrs, are al- 
ways present, hoi only' to keep order, 
but to guard ugaiust younger persons 
staying too long in the water. 

Great success has been attained iu 
teuebiug tbe art of swimming, hundreds 
having learned to swim duriug its eight 
yeurs existence.

SOME SERIOUS FACTS. 

Hon. Alden Speare’s letter in regard to 
?;ho Councillorsliip, which wo republish 
un another column, is one of the most 
.Important contributions to the dis- 
cussion which has appeared. Mr. 
iSpeare is not a man given to rash state- 
rment8 aud what he says may be accepted 
as having a good foundation in fact. He 
.gives several important reasons why Mr. 
Xeeson is to be preferred to Mr. Gilmau 
but the last aud the most important is 
that Senator Gilman could not get the 
.nomination, oven if he received the 
-unanimous support of Newton. This 
assertion, Mr. Speare says, he makes on 
good authority and it is worth considera- 
tion by those who are so industriously 
^booming Mr. Gilman. 

We can not but admire the way in 
which they have managed the pre- 
liminary campaign, aud their success in 
•.procuring the insertion of flattering 
notices in the papers of the district. It 
(Shows what can be done by skilful 
political workers, even when they have 
no great show of public sentiment to 
T)ack them up. But to return to Mr. 
^Speare’s letter. He says that if Senator 
Oilman received the unanimous support 
•of Newton, he could not be nominated. 

But there is no prospect that he can 
secure such unanimous support. He 
will probably carry his own ward, as the 
men who are working his campaign live 
tthere and will see that all his friends are 
•rout, and the voters of Ward Seven 
rrarely take any interest in caucuses. 
Ole may also carry Ward Three, as the 
^regular caucus managers there are said 
'to be enthusiastic Gilmau men, but it 
’will depend on whether the voters turn 
out. But from the general expression 
njf sentiment we hear about the city. Mr. 
Xeeson is pretty certain to carry every 
other ward in the city. Mr. Gilman, it 
•may be remembered, had great difficulty 
-In carrying caucuses outside of his own 
■ward, when he was first nominated tor 
Senator. In Ward One, Mr. Walworth, 
'the opposing candidate, was only de- 
Jfeated by less than half a dozen votes, 
caud the same was true in most of the 
other wards of the city that were carried 
rfor Mr. Gilman. 

The same exaggerated claims as were 
made then by Mr. Gilmau’s managers, are 
made now, but it was fouud after the 

• caucuses that the delegates were evenly 
•divided. The same anonymous letter 
'writers were then managing Mr. Gil- 
cman’s campaigu, and their tactics are 
(being repeated now. 

It miirht also be said that Senator Gil- 
: man ran far behind his ticket in his first 

• campaign aud although this is a strong 
Republican district and his opponent 

'was an unknown man outside of hisowu 
'tow n, he had less than 100 plurality. The 
( Cv>uucillor district is also a strong 
/Republican district, but those who are 
^interested iu Republican success ought 
"xo consider whether it would not be 
'better to nominate a man like Mr. Leesou, 
•who will strengthen the Republican 
^ticket throughout the district, rather 
t:ban a man who has on former occasious 
proved weaker than his party. This is 
'Presidential year and Massachusetts is 
mot such a sure Republicau state that 
;any element that will strengthen the 
general ticket can safely be left out of 
•consideration. A strong candidate ib 
’ much better than brass bauds aud 
Lcerosene torches ou election day. 


THE FOUL CHARLES. 


There is great complaint of the Charles 
I.iiver, this hot weather, aud especially 
r'rom those who live within smelliug 
< listance of it. \Yheu the tide is out 
‘there is a very offensive smell which 
- (fleets quite a large section of the city 
; lud any oue who catches a glimpse of 
' he foul mud left exposed is uot at a loss 
‘to account for it. The refuse from the 
’ Watertown factories, aud from drains, iB 
iot carried away but left to fester in the 
(hot sun, aud the odors can uot be beue- 
i/icial to health. There has been some 
alk of building a low dam just below 
' cbe arsenal, which would hold back 

• enough water to keep the flats covered 

• out would uot be high enough to keep 

• tut the tide water. In addition to this 
some stringent measures are needed to 
<eep foul mutter out of the river. The 
factories should uot be allowed to dump 
their refuse into it, and now that Water- 
own is sewered all impurities should be 
urned into the sewer, aud some vigor- 

• >us measures taken to cleanse the river 

• led aud keep it clean, It ought to be 
tuie of the chief beauties of the cities 
rjuud towns along its banks, instead of be- 


ing a menace to health, and a very offen- 
sive feature to all who reside near it. 
There is an appropriation of $20,0(X1 
available for dredging, but it has not 
been used, Watertown selectmen say, be- 
cause of Rosion’s delay in building its 
portion of the bridge near the arsenal. 
If the river bed was dredged it is be- 
lieved that much of the trouble would 
he done away with. 

Watertowu is proverbially slow in any 
improvements but it ought not to be 
allowed to maintain a nuisance which is 
offensive to its neighbors. One would 
think that regard for it* own interests 
would impel the town to tako decided 
action, as the river now, instead of be- 
ing an attraction, is one great objection 
which would keep out new residents, 
aud one would havo to look long to find 
such a foul condition of things along any 
part of the Charles as exists within the 
limits of Watertown. Without the river, 
the town would be a pleasant placo to 
live, as it is especially favored iu the way 
of varied scenery, with hills and plains 
that are fast being improved. For 
the sako of its own future, as well as for 
the comfort of its neighbors, Watertown 
should rouse itself from sleep aud make 
all parts of its borders healthful. 

It seems to be settled that Gen. Draper 
will be the Republicau candidate for con- 
gress in this district. He is a very 
wealthy manufacturer of Milford, aud 
other cauidates seem to feel that any at- 
tempt to cope with him for the nomin- 
ation is hopeless. He is a strong be- 
liever in the McKinley bill, a member of 
the Home Market Club, and also a good 
deal of a politician. The Democrats will 
put up Geo. Fred Williams again, aud 
the fight will probably be a lively one, as 
Congressman Williams has made many 
friends by his courageous light for souud 
mouey, and his independent aud ranuly 
course. The Republicans carried the 
district in 1SS8 by 3255 and the Democrats 
in 1890 by 212. 

This has been another week of phe- 
nomenal hot weather, aud the mercury 
has stood at 90 or over iu the shade for 
several days. The heat was tempered by 
a violent tbuuder shower last night, with 
remarkably vivid lightning flashes and 
terrific crashes of thunder, the storm fi- 
nally settled down into a steady rain, 
which was sadly needed. The weather 
bulletins predict a cool wave for the 
evening, and probably tho worst of the 
summer heat is now over. 

Hon. C. A. Campbell of Chelsea has 
withdrawn from the Councillorship con- 
test, in favor of Mr. J. R. Leeson. The 
other contestants will soon follow this 
example. 

The tax rate of Malden this year is 
$15.50. Newton seems to lead the sub- 
urban cities in the lowness of its tax 
rate. 


THE COUNCILLORSHIP. 

PERTINENT LETTER FROM HON. ALDEN 
SPEARE. 

Our local contemporary contained last 
week a letter from lion. Alden Speare iu 
regard to the charge made by au anuouy- 
mous writer in that paper, that Mr. 
Joseph R. Leesou was the candidate of 
the Home Market Club; Mr. Speare says: 

Allow me to say as to the same, 1st, 
The Homo Market club, as such, is not in 
the habit of taking any action as to 
candidates iu the various districts, but 
always does it best to assist in the elec- 
tion of the Republicau candidates. 2nd, 
The Boston Chamber of Commerce is 
composed of members of all parties and 
never takes any action as to the nomina- 
tion of any political party for any place. 
3rd, I am uot president of the Chamber of 
Commerce.

5th, I 
have always voted for Mr. Gilman for 
every position he has ever occupied iu 
Newton and believe be is faithful and 
conscientious in the discharge of his 
duties iu every office to which he has 
been elected. (Ith, Because he has filled 
these offices faithfully and discharged 
the duties pertaining to them is uot a 
reason to my mind why he should receive 
further offices from the hands of his 
fellow citizens. If it is au honor to have 
beeu thus complimeuted, he has certain- 
ly received his full measure and much 
more that can be conferred on many 
other equally deserving citizens of our 
community. 7th, I believe that Mr. Lee- 
sou is a much abler and a more compe- 
tent man to discharge the responsible 
duties which would devolve on a council- 
lor in our commonwealth.

MU M'S DAY PROGRAMME, 


A PRELIMINARY OUT- 
LINE OF IT. 


By FRANCIS BELLAMY, 

Chairman of the Erccuthr Committee of 
the National Public School Cclc- 
hratlonof Columbus Day. 


A uniform programmo for every local- 
ly in America, to be used on Columbus 
Day, simultaneously with the dedica- 
tory exercises of the World’s exposition 
grounds, will give a significant unity to 
America’s celebration of its 400th anni- 
versary. Accordingly tho superintend- 
ents of education, when they adopted 
the plan of a national public school cele- 
bration of Columbus Day, instructed tho 
executive committee to prepare an offi- 
cial programme, identical for evory city 
and village in the country. 

Tho executive committee is now en- 
deavoring to secure contributions from 
tho ablest American writers. The names 
of tho authors cannot be announced yet, 
but the general plan for the exercises of 
the day is as follows: 

Tho official programme provides for 

A Morning Celebration. 

The pupils of our public schools aro 
to gather on Oct. 21, at the usual hour, 
in their school houses. But instead of 
the regular recitations tho morning is to 
be devoted to exercises befitting tho an- 
niversary. These exercises may be sim- 
ple or elaborate, according to the re- 
sources of the school. Many schools 
will doubtless do little more than use 
the official programme, adding to it the 
old, familiar national songs and a few 
speeches by leading citizens. Other 
schools with larger resources aro likely 
to extend tho programme with addi- 
tional features, such as special music by 
chorus or orchestra, historical exercises, 
pageants, etc. The largest liberty for 
individual ingenuity and taste is left to 
all schools, and the executive committee 
would encourage a local variety to be 
given to the official programme. 

The Official 1’rogrumme 

will consist of the following features: 

1. Raising and 8 A LUTING the Flag 

(under tho direction, wherever possible, 
of a detail of tho veterans of the war). 

3. The Song or Columbus Day 
( to n well known tune). 

3. The Addkess 

(to bo declaimed by tbo best speaker among 
the boys). 

I. Tnn Ode 

(to be read or recited by ft young lady). 

5w “America'' 

(which will in all cases bo tbo closing 
song). 

The song, the address and the ode 
will all bo original, prepared especially 
for the celebration by some of the best 
of American writers. 

By the 1st of September this official 
programme , in a complete form, trill be 
published throughout the country, and 
trill also be sent to all applicants icho ad- 
dress the chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Even if nothing be added to this pro- 
gramme, except perhaps a few speeches 
and some familiar national songs, the 
ceremonies will be impressive and 
worthy of tho occasion. 

But for schools which desire to \ 
rango a more enriched programme u 
number of other appropriate features 
may be at the same time suggested by 
the executive committee. 

The Public School tlouseB, 

it is to be remembered, aro to be the 
scenes of thi i morning celebration. As 
far as possible in each school house all 
the rooms under tho same principal 
should unite in having tho same exer- 
cises. The parents and friends of the 
pupils should be brought together. 
Family interests on Columbus Day 
should be made to center in the partic- 
ular school house the children attend. 

In the country the day ought to be 
made a real holiday. Furm and house- 
hold work might well be relinquished, 
and the families of the district might 
come together at the school house with 
their picnic lunches prepared to make 
a day of memorable festivity. The com- 
memoration exercises of tho morning 
being over, the afternoon might be de- 
voted to guines and to social reunions of 
neighbors, which would inuko the day a 
joyous one to millions of our hard work- 
ing population. 

The Afternoon Celebration. 

in nearly all cities and large villages, 
however, the citizens will wish a formal 
demonstration on Columbus Day which 
may be in their own hands. Wherever 
the citizens ure to conduct a celebration 
two matters should be especially ar- 
ranged: 

First — That the civic celebrutiou oc- 
cur in the ufternoon, so that it will not 
conflict with tho morning celebrations 
which ure going on in ull the school 
houses. 

Second — That in the afternoon cele- 
bration by the people ample recognition 
should be given to tho public school 
idea, which is to be the characteristic of 
tho day throughout tho nation. 

This ufternoon celebration will vary 
with each locality, but the citizens will 
gladly accord to the free school institu- 
tion the place of honor. 

This leading position for the schools 
in the ufternoon celebration cun bo eas- 
ily arranged: 

First, a most fitting feature will be a 

“Public School Review.” 

If there is u general procession this 
public school review may be part of 
it, uud the most honored part. If there 
is no procession by any other organi- 
zations the school may have their re- 
view by themselves. Let the pupils 
march by iu classes aud with ban- 
ners, led by their teachers. Let the 
army voteruus, north and south, the 
blue uud the gruy alike, be invited to 
march with tho schools as an escort of 
honor. As the reviewing stand is reached, 
where the diguituries ure assembled, let 
each purt of the procession salute the 
flag of the nation with cheers and wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs. 

If tho weather is propitious there need 
be uo difficulty iu u perfect arrange- 


ment of this review. The streets can Is? 
cleared by tbo police, the marching col- 
umns of children can be protected by 
lines of militia or of some other local 
organisation on both sides, and the 
movements may be made as Rafo as in 
tho schoolyard itself. 

Tho afternoon celebration by the citi- 
zens may also include a 

Almm MprtiiiK 

at tbo public hall. This meeting, how- 
ever, in many localities, will occur in 
the evening. An important place in the 
exercises of this meeting should bo given 
to tho free school as tho characteristic 
product of tho four centuries of Ameri- 
can life, and ns tho safeguard of onr 
free institutions for tho future. At 
least one of the speakers should deal 
with this subject. Moreover, “The Song 
of Columbus Day," sung at tho morning 
celebration in ail the schools, might bo 
repeated by tho general audience in this 
mass meeting. While in some cases it 
may be impossible for the schools to bo 
present on masse at tho public meeting, 
they may at least send delegations. 
Prominent seats should bo reserved for 
the representatives of the pupils, and one 
of the exercises of tho afternoon might 
bo assigned to them. 

In these ways, and in others which 
will suggest themselves, tho 

Schools May Lend 

in tho general public observance by the 
citizens. This dominance of tho schools 
in all the celebrations of tho day is de- 
sirable, because the object of the public 
school celebration of Columbus Day is 
not merely to awaken in tho pupils an 
historical and patriotic interest in their 
country, but also to impress on the peoplo 
of America that tho free institutions of 
the United States aro tho product of 
free and universal education. 

The attention of the American public 
on this 400th anniversary must be di- 
rected forcibly to tho fact that tho free 
school has given to our land its distin- 
guishing civilization, and that tho hope 
of the coming century lies mainly in 
committing to the public schools defi- 
nitely the work of training tho coming 
voters to the duties of citizenship.

OCT. 21, NOT OCT. 12. 

At the instance of tho executive com- 
mittee of the natiouul public school cel- 
ebration of Columbus Day, a bill was 
recently introduced in congress instruct- 
ing President Harrison to issue a procla- 
mation making Columbus Day a gen- 
eral holiday. In the interest of scholar- 
ly accuracy this bill wisely authorized 
th a change in date from Oct. 12 to Oct. 
21. It has passed both houses of con- 
gress and received tho president’s signa- 
ture. 

Above all other dates nearly every 
pupil in our public schools remembers 
that Columbus discovered America Oct. 
12, 1402. They will all want to know 
why the 400th anniversary falls on Oct. 
21, 1892. • 

For many centimes the calendar in- 
stituted by Julius Caesar, known as the 
J ulian calendar, was commonly accept- 
ed. This calendar assumed that there 
were 305*4 days in a year. But as this 
made the year 11 minutes and 14 seconds 
too long, it could not without correction 
very long answer the purpose for which 
it was devised. Consequently, in 1582, 
it was found uecessary to reform tho 
calendar, and the Gregorian calendar 
was adopted. In order to correct the 
errors that tho old calendar hail made. 
10 days were dropped out, and Oct. 
5 of 1582 became Oct. 15. As the 
error was found to he exactly 8 days 
in 400 years, the Gregorian calendar 
omitted the leap year from every cen 
turial year, excepting those which were 
divisible by 400. Thus tho years 1500, 
1700 and 1800 were not leap years. 

As above stated, this reformation took 
place in 1582, and 10 days were emitted 
from the calendar. But as Columims

discovered America previous to the year 
1500, which reckoned by tho Gregorian 
calendar would not bo a leap year, there 
would be but 0 days to omit. 

On Oct. 21, 1892, the sun will occupy 
the same relative position to the earth 
as on the memorable Oct. 12, 1492. 

The Gregoriun calendar was not in- 
troduced into Great Britain until 1751, 
popular ignorance and prejudice up to 
that time successfully opposing it. By 
tlie masses of the people it was believed 
that the obliteration of 10 days would 
shorten their lives. It is remarkable 
that Russia still adheres to the Julian 
reckoning. 

We have already announced the 
chunge as in the interest of scholarly 
accuracy. The public school stands for 
enlightenment and progiess, and it 
would uot be in keeping with this spirit 
to compute the four centuries that will 
intervene between tho date of t ho dis- 
covery and tho date w’o are to celebrate 
by an erroneous calendar which had its 
day aud was discarded more than 800 
years ago. 

All the precedents for celebrating 
American anniversaries are in favor of 
correcting the old calendar to tho new. 
For instance, “Forefathers’ Day” in 
New England is celebrated Dec. 21, al- 
though according to tho Julian calendar 
the Pilgrims reached Plymouth Dec. 
11. Washington was born on the 1 1th 
day of February, “old Htyle,” but we 
celebrate tho anniversary of his birth 
on the 22d of February, “new style.” 

The original proposul for the public 
school celebrutiou set apart Oct. 12, but 
the friends of free education who aro 
pushing the enterprise believed u bud 
precedent would bo» established, us it 
uainud a false date for the observance of 
an historical event. This is the first ef- 
fort that bus ever been mudo fittingly to 
observe, by natiouul commemorative ex- 
ercises, the achievement of Columbus, 
and the right day should bo celebruted. 
For this reason wo are glud that Oct. 21 
is to be the (luy. We wuut tlie children 
of the luud to observe uu anniversary 
witii ull tliut name implies, and not nec- 
essarily the recurrence of a lixed date, 
which, owing to the arbitrary changes in 
the methods of computing time, lias lost 
its significance and iu our duy does uot 
accnrately murk off tlie century point, 
llurrab for tlie natiouul Columbian 
public school celebrutiou of Oct. 21.

WHY MR. .1. R. I.EESON SHOULD RE NOMI- 
NATED. 

The following concise and pointed 
letter, written by a prominent citizen oB 
Newtou, appeared in our local con- 
temporary laat week : 

It is not conceded by other parts of thc- 
counsellor district that Newton may- 
have the counsellor this year, bat doubt- 
less, it soon would be if Newton should 
agree upon a candidate. 

Is such an agreement possible? Like* 
Mr. Alden JSpeare, I have supported Mr. 
Gilman for the offices which he has held, 
and I recogaise the propriety of political 
promotion when a man develops in office- 
superior aptitude for it, but not other- 
wise. The practice of advancing roen> 
through the grades is objectionable when, 
it leads iocumbeuts to expect it and 
others to acquiesce in it without regard 
to weightier considerations. The simple 
question for disinterested republicans to 
ask and answer is. has Mr. Gilman made 
suoh a mark in office as to give him claim 
to further honors? Or it might be stated 
in this way, would he, today, be thought 
of for counsellor if be had not been repre- 
sentative and Senator? He is a good man; 
there is nothing to be said against him * 
he can retire with honor; he caonot be 
advanced without a struggle and possibly: 
not then, probably not, as many of hi& 
best friends think. Such a struggle 
whether successful or not will hurt New- 
ton’s position on the ebess board of poli- 
tics. 

I for one feel folly absolved from any 
obligation to support him further, and I 
hope we may unite in supporting Mr. 
Leeson. He has asked nothing at the 
bands of the party, he has no complica- 
tions, he stands upon no custom that i & 
more honored in the breach than in th e 
observance; he enjoys such local and 
general prominence as to cause him to be 
prominently thought of for such an office 
or a higher one, and Newton will honor 
heiself in honoring him. It has bee rt

Show me a man who is accustomed to 
sitting in boards of directors and associa- 
tions, for the promotion of large business 
interests and worthy public undertak- 
ing, and who is an acknowledged power 
In every such capacity and I will show 
you a man who is pre-eminently qualified 
to be a member of the executive counciL 
Such a man is Mr. J. R. Leeson, and 
there are those of us who think, and all 
of ns I trust will rejoice in the fjet, that 
while some of us may succeed in winning 
honors by “getting iuto line,” there is. 
always a cbauce for the public tu serve 
itself by calling from piivate life any 
citizen of recognized ability to fill any 
office within its gift. 

There are many indications that be- 
tween Newton’s two candidates Mr. 
Leeson is the favorite in other parts of 
the district. 1 would not mentiou this if 
it were a reflection upon Mr. Gilman’s 
public career.

THE FLAG AT COLUMBIA CORNERS. 

Tlv? school committee had engaged 
Helen Fenton to tench for the fall and 
winter terms at Columbia Corners with 
some misgivings. "Wo ought to have 
got n teacher with more determination 
and energy,” suggested Chairman Ross, 
of the committee. “Miss Fenton took 
an excellent examination, but she’s snch 
a mild little body I’m afraid some of tho 
toughs up there will be too much for 
her.’’ Mr. Williams, of the committee, 
to whom these remarks were addressed, 
chuckled quietly and finally drawled 
out: “ Well, yon remember Josh Billings 
says, ‘You can’t always tell how far a 
toad'll jump by looking at him.* Per- 
haps site’s got more sand titan yon think 
for. Anyway she’s engaged, and there 
ain’t no use in l»eing sorry about it now. 
Perhaps she’ll turn out all right.” 

Miss Fenton's manner certainly did 
seem placid. She was scarcely twenty 
years old, and a trifle below the average 
in height. But if her face did not indi- 
cate it she was nevertheless a person of 
unusual spirit and determination. In 
less than a fortnight nfter her introduc- 
tion into the school she had instituted 
several reforms, disciplined tho unruly 
spirits and placed her school on a good 
working basis. 

In tho belief that her pupils would do 
bettor work and would be more tracta- 
ble if they could all be brought to- 
gether nml become interested in a com- 
mon cause, she conceived the idea of 
inviting their co-operation in an effort to 
procm-e a flag for tho school.

After a few days’ canvass tho 
ninetieth investor had exchanged his 
dime for the last certificate, of which 
the following is an exact copy:

SCHOOL FLAG. : 

Tho ten cent pieces were gathered to- 
gether and a splendid bunting flag of 
ample size was ordered. Then half a 
dozen of the older boys selected a straight 
young tree for a pole, cut it down, 
trimmed off the branches and iu a short 
time the flagstaff, properly fitted with 
halyards, was raised. 

It was decided to raise the flag on Oct. 
17, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
admission of their state into the Union. 
The boys and girls worked like beavers 
during the days that intervened to ar- 
range a demonstration which would be 
a credit to Columbia Corners. 

The eventful day came at last, and it 
seemed as though everybody in the 
county was on hand to see the flag 
raised. Cheer after cheer went up 
when its stars aud stripes were thrown 
to the breeze. The band swelled 
the chorus with the “Star Spangled 
Banner.” Then came the presenta- 
tion, the address of acceptance and the 
pledge of allegiance. The closing num- 
ber on the programme was the recita- 
tion of Mr. Butterworth’s poem, “Rais- 
ing the School House Flag,” by Willie 
Piper, the school joining iu the refrain: 
Flag of the snu that glows for all, 

Flag of the breeze that blows for all. 

Flag of the sea that flows for all. 

Flag of the school that stands for all. 

Flag of the people, one and all. 

But the flag and staff which had cost 
so much effort were not long allowed to 
grace the school undisturbed. One 
morning about a week after the raising 
' the staff was found cut off level with 
the ground. One of the school windows 
had been forced open and the flag was 
gone. An impudent note in a miserable 
scrawl fastened to the stump of the staff 
bore testimony to the spirit of vandal- 
ism which had inspired the act. It 
closed with the words, “We’ll cut down 
your poles and lug off your flags as fast 
as you hist ’em." 

For the moment the young teacher 
was stunned. She was not only thor- 
oughly indignant, but she felt the keen- 
est disappointment. This latter feeling 
was due not so much to the loss of the 
fhig and the destruction of the pole, but 
rather to the realization that there were 
wanton characters in that community 
who would disregard the nationul em- 
blem. She knew that a second flag 
would probably share a similar fate. 
The school building was too far removed 
from the village to jtermit its being kept 
under very close guard. Nevertheless 
she was determined that a flag should 
fly over her school. 

The news traveled through the vil- 
lage. It was ou every one’s tongue. 
The local paper, in a highly colored half 
column article, recounted every detail of 
the occurrence. Tho state papers uoted 
tho episode, berated the miscreants and 
warmly commended Miss Fenton’s an- 
nounced determination to raise a second 
flag and protect it herself. 

The pupils were now thoroughly in 
earnest, and not many days elapsed be- 
fore their accumulated savings were suf- 
ficient to buy u flag exactly like the first 
oue. 

During these days a taller andstraight- 
er tree than the first was transformed 
into a staff and occupied the old place 
of honor in front of the school. When 
the flag arrived it was promptly raised, 
and the Columbia Corners school was 
aguiu shadowed by the national colors. 

The local paper chronicled the fact 
thut another flag had been raised, and 
indiscreetly added that the miscreants 
who carried off the first one would 
scarcely have the nerve to carry out the 
threat to servo other flags which might 
be raised over that school after a like 
fushion. 

It was not, however, generally knowu 
that Miss Fenton wus well prepared to 
defend the flag from molestation during, 
school hours. Ouly u few were aware 
that a Winchester rifle was locked in her 


small closet iu the entry. These frieuds 


I knew the resolute spirit which Miss Fen- 
ton possessed, and uot oue doubted that, 
if occasion required, she would make use 
of it. 

For over a week following the arrival 
of the new flag the routine of school 


work was unbroken. At the opening of 
school each morning the flag was raised, 
the entire school joining in a salute. At 
the close of the day's work it was low- 
ered from its lofty position and given 
into the keeping of its stanch defender. 
Then occurred an incident which proved 
tho determined little teacher equal to 
tho emergency. 

It was Friday afternoon and tho 
school work for tho week was about 
over. One of tho boys was listlessly 
erasing the written exercises from tho 
blaekltoanl, when, chancing to glanco 
through the window, he saw something 
which at once made him all attention. 
Two men, whom he recognized as Pete 
Johnson and Jack Welsh, were entering 
the schoolyard. They were both noto- 
rious characters and had Iteon arrested 
some months before charged with hav- 
ing set fire to a barn. Tltero was not 
sufficient evidence upon which to hold 
them and tho sheriff had reluctantly re- 
leased them. 

They entered the schoolyard with a 
swagger, Johnson carrying in his hand 
an ax. The purpose of their visit flashed 
through tho lioy’s mind. In an instant 
he was at Miss Fenton’s desk. Breath- 
lessly he told her what he had seen. Tho 
color left the teacher's face as she lis- 
tened, for Johnson and Welsh wore well 
known ns reckless nnd lawless men.

men. The other pupils remained in their 
seats, scarcely conscious of what was 
passing. 



“Touch that flag if you dare!” 

Both men looked and were startled to 
find themselves confronting the danger- 
ous end of a gun barrel, which in the 
hands of the pluckv little teacher looked 
cold and unsympathetic.

TARIFF ON COMMODITIES. 


TRICES NOT CHEAPENED BY UIOH PRO- 
TECTIVE DUTIES. 

To the Editor of tho Boston Herald: 
Senator Aldrich in his recent speech has 
declared that tho investigations of the 
Senate finance committee show a decline 
in tho prices of necessaries of life since 
the adoption of the McKinley bill. 

These reduotious are, of course, 
ascribed to the operations of the bill. 

Now, do tho protectionists wish to de- 
clare that the object of protection is to 
lower pricos? 

Is it to be supposed that Mr. McKinley 
would have gone before the farmers of 
this country and told them that the in- 
crease in tho duty ou potatoes from 15 
cents to 25 cents per bushel would reduce 
the pftice of potatoes? 

The finance committee report shows 
the price of potatoes to have fallen 13.85 
per cent. Will Mr. McKinley tell the 
farmers this fall that his bill has caused 
this reduction? 

Let us look at wool. According to 
Manager Avery’s wool report, the aver- 
age prices of wool for the year 1801 were 
32, 30 and 30 cents for fine, medium and 
coarse respectively. These prices are 
Ibwer than in any year since the high 
wool tariff was imposed in 1807, save 
1888, when the prices were 31, 34 and 32 
cents respectively. 

The McKinley bill raised tho duties on 
raw wool. Will Mr. McKinley go before 
his wool-growing constituents this fall 
and tell them that his bill has caused 
the prices of wool to fall? Nay, will he 
tell them that this result was the in- 
spiring motive of the National Wool 
Growers’ Association? 

The finance committee report shows 
eggs to have increased 22.01 per cent. 
Will Mr. McKinley tell the farmers that 
the duty of 5 cents per dozen has done 
this for them? While he glories in the 
fact that imports of eggs have fallen off 
“as the result of the bill,” will he ex 
plain to the wool growers r of Ohio why 
the imports of wool increased from 
21,387,800 pounds in 1890 to 20,520,009 
pounds in 1891? 

And wlieu he comes to sugar and tells 
the farmers how the McKinley bill has 
cheapened this commodity to the con- 
sumer by a removal of the duty, what 
will he reply to the intelligent farmer 
who thus interrogates him: 

“You say that prices have been reduced 
as the result of your bill. The Senate 
report shows potatoes to have fallen in 
irico though the duty was increased 
rom 15 cents to 25 cents per bushel. 

“To offset the disadvantage occasioned 
by cheap sugar to the maple sugar 
grower of Vermont, you give him 2 cents 
a pound bounty. Will you now give me 
a bounty of 10 cents per bushel on my 
potatoes to offset tho cheapness in this 
commodity occasioned by your bill?” 

These questions will be asked in the 
coming campaign, and the protectionists 
must answer them. The truth is the 
tariff has nothing to do with cheapening 

E rices of commodities, unless it is so 
igh as to defeat the very ends aimed 
at. 

No manufacturer ever yet went before 
the ways and means committee for the 
purpose of securing a duty which would 
cheapen the price of his product. If 
prices have ever been diminished as a 
result of tariff legislation, the cause has 
been due to unhealthy stimulation to 
capital. 

Let me finish with a case in point. 
When the ways aud means committee 
were giving heariugs preparatory to the 
reporting of the bill of '83, the agent of 
the M— mills sent a message to the treas- 
urer, asking him if it would not be well 
to demand an increase in the duties on 
cotton goods. 

The treasurer promptly seut back 
word that the tariff was high enough; 
that the business was progressing 
smoothly, and that an increuse in the 
duty would cause capital to einbara in 
the cotton business to an unhealthy 
extent, whereby profits would be ma- 
terially lessened. 

.If America is the greatest nation on 
the earth: if we have here the most in- 
telligent and efficient labor, tbe greatest 
freedom and the richest natural re- 
sources, how absurd is it to maintain 
that we need high protective duties upon 
our commodities? 

The difference in wages is the last 
argument left to the protectionists, and 
this differeuce is small compared with 
the bigli rates of duty. 

In 1881 Mr. Blaiue said: “Undoubtedly 
the inequalities in the wages of Euglish 
and American operatives are more than 
equalized by the greater eflicieuey of the 
latter aud their longer hours of labor.” 
Is this any less true today?

The Trick of Averages. 

Harper’ll Weekly. 

The quadrennial season of tariff dis- 
cussion has begun, and from now until 
the early days of November the news- 
papers and the hustings will be em- 
bellished aud resouaut with percentages, 
numerals, decimal points, aud averages. 

The conscientious American will dili- 
gently try to comprehend the tables aud 
arguments that are addressed to his eye 
and ear, aud perhaps he may suooeed in 
this better than some of those who appeal 
to him. Against one thing, however, he 
should be prepared to defend himself. If 
theie is any thing in statistics more 
blighting, more delusive, more inimical 
to a clear understanding, and more pre- 
veutive of honest conclusions than 
another, it is that tricksy sprite Average. 

When au orator begins to discourse 
upon averages, honest men should shun 
him. lie is simply attempting decoction, 
wittingly or uuwittingly. For example, 
he tells his audience of a mill in which 
there are employed 4590 persons, the 
average yearly earnings being $000 each. 
In that mill there will be one man earn- 
ing $50,000, five earning $5000 each, 100 
earning $750 each, 1000 earuiug $000, aud 
3000 earning $300 eaoh. 

There is uot much truth told by that 
kind of an average, but the sublety of 
the averugeuionger is still better illus- 
trated iu tables of domestic economy. 
The orator desires to show that the cost 
of food is less than it was, so he works 
out au average for the last twelve 
months. lie makes a table for himself, 
which we will illustrate. He represents 
the prioes at the begluulng of the period 
by 100. The additio* a show the per- 


centage of rise in price; the subtractions, 
the decrease. Ho is cunning in compos- 
ing his table, but its details are not for 
the public. The people who listen to 
him must he contented with his result. 
Here is his method: 

Meat 100.78 

Broad 130 00 

Pepper 78.00 

Mu*tard 60.00 

Eggs 08 00 

Uniter 08.80 

Ice cream 83.00 

Average 87.60 

“Under tho benign influences of this 

law (or this administration, as the case 
mav be),” asserts the orator, “the cost 
of living has gone down in thiB fair land 
of ours 12.40 per cent.” 

And tbe conscientious American citi- 
zen, listening to the delusive song of 
averages, wonders why it is that the 
truthful figures of the oratorical 
economist tell him one thing, while his 
butcher’s and baker's bills tell him quite 
another. If lie could see the method by 
which the average is obtained, he would 
realize how figures may bo made to lie. 

This illustration is doubtless sufficient. 
It is unnecessary to show how the 
average cost of living is sometimes deter- 
mined by including hammers and tongs 
and patent medicines in the table as if 
they wore of the same value as food and 
clothes. 

If the American citizen wants to vote 
intelligently on the tariff question, ho 
must not permit himself to be deceived 
by averages.

No other one oause produces sore 
shoulders so quickly as a heavy load and 
a rough road, with coutinual jerking of 
the ueck yoke from side to side as the 
fore wheels of the wagou drop into ruts. 
The jerking caused by ruts and sharp, 
heavy pulls is fruitful source of strains 
aud spraius with their accompanying 
evils of ringbones, spavins and curbs, 
especially to horses predisposed to these 
ailments. In horses of nervous teui- 
perarneut the coutinual wrenching upon 
rough roads causes fretting, aud wiiat is 
true of man — “fretting and worry null an 
individual down faster than worlk” — is 
equally true of a horse. 

That a horse uever be watered ofteoer 
than three times a day, or iu 24 hours, 
says the Horse World, is a mistaken idea 
aud brutal practice. A horse’s stomach 
is very sensitive and will suffer under 
the least interference, causing a feverish 
couditiou. Feediug a horse piiuoipally 
on graiu and driviug it five hours with- 
out water is like giviug a man salt 
mackerel for dinner and uot allowiug 
him to driuk before supper time. If you 
know uuytbiug about the care of horses 
and have any sympathy for them, water 
as often as they want to driuk— ouce au 
hour if possible. By doing this you will 
uot only be merciful to your animals, 
but benefit yourself, as they will do 
more work, look better aud live longer. 
If you ure a skeptio, aud know more 
about horses thau auyoue else, you are 
positive that the foregoiug is wroug be- 
cause you have bad horses die from 
wateriug too uuob, aud boldly say that 
tbe agitators of frequeut wateriug are 
fools iu your estimation, aud you would 
uot do such a thing. 


Roys fn the Pollco Tonrt. 

Several days ago the Atlieniimm build- 
ing in the Nonantum district, Newton, 
was entered through a rear window that 
had been left unfastened. From tho 
upper hall, used for lodge meetings, nu 
merouR articles were stolen, including 
pictures, regalia and badgos. Beside 
making away with the lodgeroom 
property the thieves did considerable 
damage, marring the walls, breaking 
chairs and deatroying other pieces of 
furniture. 

Tho case was reported to the police 
authorities, and Officer C. O. Davis was 
detailed to make ati investigation. He 
suspected that it was the work of 
juyenileR, and soon procured evidence 
which led to the arrest of JameR Jones, 
John Flaherty, Frank Flaherty, John 
Farrell, Charles Ryan. Edward Miller, 
Benjamin Richards and James McGuire. 

Tho boys, whose ages range from 7 to 
10 years, were nrraiDgned in the Newton 
police court Monday, and pleaded guilty 
to the charge of larceny from a building. 
Their sobs stiriod up the pity of the 
spectators as they stood in the dock, very 
tearful and apparently penitent. Judge 
Blaney took tho oxtromo youthfulness of 
tho offenders into consideration, and tbe 
cases against them were placed on file. 
The boys received some good advice 
from the court, and the enormity of 
their acts was made plain to thorn. When 
the boys were released their drooping 
spirits were Bomewhat restored, but they 
had the appearance of having learned a 
lesson that may bear good fruit.

Bird Study. 

Olive Thorne Miller, who has made her- 
self a recognized authority in ornithology, 
devotes her entire summer to the study 
of birds. 

She spends the nesting months of June 
and July out of doors, as far as possible, 
observing the birds minutely, and taking 
voluminous notes of all she sees, hears 
or thinks that may throw any light ou 
their habits. In August and September 
she works from morning till night, con- 
structing her “bird notes” into magazine 
and newspaper articles. 

The summer, her “busy time,” being 
over, she devotes herself to her club in- 
terests, to her family, and to the de- 
mand of society — for, oddly enough, this 
votary of nature also takes keen delight 
in social intercourse. But even in 
winter her observation of birds is closely 
carried on in a special "bird room,” 
where among her pets, who fly around at 
liberty behind a wire screen, Mrs. Miller 
sits, studying their ways aud taking 
notes. 

Mrs. Miller’s ideas on the subject of ob- 
servation of birds are markedly indi- 
vidual, not to say beuevolent. She be- 
lieves that too much bird study is con- 
ducted by means of guns, and thinks 
that knowlege of the little sougsters will 
have made great strides wheu boy’s 
interests in nature takes the form of 
studying tho live bird in.its native haunts 
instead of killing and stuffing them, and 
making collections of their eggs.

THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 


While Newton bas been taking a rest 
•during the summer other cities havo 
:gono ahead and perfected their plans for 
-a separation of grades. Brocktou has 
^already got a commission appointed and 
•will get a slice of the money appropriated 
3>y the state, and other citios are nearly 
tready to putin their applications, but at 
the present rate the state fund will 
ssoon bo exhausted, and Newton will be 
left out in the cold unless prompt action 
-is taken by the city government. 

The Aldermen laid the matter over for 
the summer that the different plans sug- 
gested might be ventilated through the 
■newspapers, and a full discussion had, 
-3>ut with the adjournment of the alder- 
m»eu for the summer, every one else 
seemed to adjourn also, and the papers 
[have not had a single letter on the ques- 
tion. The agitation evidently settled 
•down to the bottom and probably will 
T3tay there indefinitely. 

The truth seems to be that any plan 
of separating the grades will find op- 
ponents, and one plan about as many as 
-another. The thing for the aldermen to 
<do is to take up the matter at their first 
•meeting in September, and decide it ac- 
cording to their best judgment, so that 
[Newton will be able to secure a part of 
ifche state’s fund. They would be severe- 
9y censured even by those who have 
-asked for delay, if they waited until the 
[fund was exhausted before taking 
action. A decision must bo made some- 
time and September will be as good a 
time as December. 

As to the movement to have the trackB 
moved, there is said to be a law for- 
bidding such removal, when a railroad 
line is once established, aud business 
blocks have been built, aud values 
•established. We are informed that 
there are several court decisions for- 
bidding such action, and if our informa- 
tion is correct, these decisions wiil have 
an important bearing on the case. 
[Nevertheless, the location has recently 
[been changed in Chicopee, aud if all 
Tavored the change, it would not be 
difficult to get permission from the 
legislature. If there is much opposition, 
[however, the permission might be 
•difficult to obtain. The first thing neces- 
sary would be to find out whether the 
’railroad authorities would consent to 
rthe removal, and if they will not, then 
the plan may as well be given up. It 
'■would be foolish for Newton to try to 
Idght such a big corporation as the Bos- 
ton «fc Albany on any matter, as the 
ilittle dog always gets whipped in sucli a 
oontest. 

The aldermen may expect to be found 
fault with whatever they do. aud so 
'.they may as well act at once and get the 
storm over before the city election 
comes round. It will all settle down 
-After a little while aud once the grades 
ire separated the convenience and feel- 
ting of safety will be so great that all 
•who hare to go from one side of the 
-tracks to the other will be thankful 
.hat any plan was adopted. 

Then, if decisions is made at once the 

• yuestion of widening Washington stieet 

• :an also be settled. The city engineer 
has finished his two plans for widening 
the street, one for a width of 100 feet 
aud another for 75 feet, aud these will 
•probably be presented at the first meet- 
ing in September. No one questions the 
igreat benefit thiswideuing will be to the 
oity, whether the tracks remain in their 
rp resent location or not. Besides, all 
Uhose who occupy property between the 
» street and the track are now left in a 
: »tate of great uncertainty, aud are aux- 
. ous to have the question decided, so 
i hut they can make definite plans for the 
future.

THE TAX RATE. 


In discussing our reduced tax rate, this 
year, there is ono poiut that has not been 
publicly mentioned, which is that if tho 
sewer assessments had been made and 
collected, the rate would havo boeo less 
than $14. The iuterest on the sewer 
bonds and the provision for the sinking 
fund have now to conio out of this year’s 
tax-levy. This shows how carefully the 
city finances have been managed the past 
two years under Mayor Hibbard, aud 
demonstrates the wisdom of selectiug a 
practical business man for Mayor. 
Indeed, if Mayor Hibbard could be 
induced to take a third term, it is safe 
to say there would be the ghost of an 
opposition party. He has beeu ap- 
proached on the question but so far has 
refused to even consider it, as he thinks 
he has done his duty by the city, and 
would like to enjoy a little leisure from 
his business duties ouce more. If a 
new man has to be chosen the lesson of 
the last two years ought not to be for- 
gotten, aud bis successor should be as 
competent a business man, and one with 
as keen au eye to all city expenses, as 
Mayor nibbard. Such men are not 
commoD, but there are some iu Newton, 
and the importance of choosiDg the right 
man is something that appeals directly 
to the tax payers, and also will have a 
direct bearing on the future growth of 
Newton. 


Cambridge people have gotten up a 
petition to be presented to the state 
board of health, asking that the bad con. 
dition of the Charles river be remedied. 
The sewers of Cambridge empty into 
the Charles, and the mouths of said 
sewers are above low water. The in- 
coming tide takes up this foul sewago 
and brings it up the river, to pollute the 
banks aud bed of the steam all the way 
to Watertown. This with the foul de- 
posits from tho mills of Watertown 
makes an ill-smelliug deposit wIipu the 
tide recedes, aud one that cannot fail to 
be dangerous to health.

Production of Portland Cement. 

Mr. Giron read before the Engineer’s 
club at Philadelphia a paper on the trade 
of the world in Portland cement, in the 
course of which he said that the present 
annual production in Europe amounts to 
over 20,000,000 barrels and its commer- 
cial value to over £7,200,000. Tho first 
factory was established at Northfleet, on 
the Thames. Tho process was so crude 
that in 1850 only four factories were in 
operation. In England there is now 
over 8,300,000 barrels made each year. 
The process is much the same as it was 
twenty years ago. The raw materials 
are chalk and clay, both pure, and al- 
though inferior processes are employed 
they make a satisfactory cement. 

A few years ago tho entire product of 
the kilns was put on tho market, but the 
fineness of the Continental cements led 
English makers to improve their pro- 
cesses, although even now English ce- 
ment is not as a rule as firm as Geneva 
or French Portland. — New York Even- 
ing Sun. 

Photographic Paper. 

Photographers were obliged until re- 
cently to import from Germany the pa- 
per used in their work, our own manu- 
facturers being unable to assemble the 
necessary conditions of material water 
and workmanship for the production of 
paper suitable for silver printing. 

A process has now been perfected in 
this country whereby a very ordinary 
paper is coated with a thin surface of 
sulphate of barytes and answers admi- 
rably for photographic use, bringing out 
in the finished picture a wealth of de- 
tail formerly unknown in the art, it be- 
ing lost in the texture of the paper em- 
ployed. — Engineering Magaziue. 

A Clever Hit of Workmunslilp. 

In a museum of curiosities at Salem, 
Mass., thero is preserved a common 
cherry seed or stone hollowed and fash- 
ioned like a basket. Within the basket 
are twelve tiny silver spoons, the shape 
and finish of which cannot be distin- 
guished with the naked eye. Tho nume 
of tho artist who constructed this little 
wonder has been lost, but the actual ex- 
istence of the thing itself will not bo 
questioned by any ono from the old 
witch headquarters of the Bay State. — 
Chicago Herald. 


Telephone from Purls to Ilorrienux. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon tho 
new telephone lino between Paris and 
Bordeaux was opened. Complimentary 
messages were exchanged between tho 
presidents of the chambers of commerce 
of both cities, and the minister of com- 
merce, and the mayor of Bordeaux. The 
telephone works exceedingly well, every 
word being clearly heard. Before con- 
cluding the Elysee telephone was hitched 
on and a complimentary message sent 
through from Bordeaux to President 
Carnot, to which he replied in suitable 
terms. — Guliguuui Messenger.

To those students of human nature 
who are quick to see the weak side of 
pvery character save their own, n trip 
tip the Bowery nnd Park row is always 
fruitful of good results. There are so 
innny sights, sounds and scenes novel 
[and interesting in the stirring comedy 
drama, “Struggle for Bread,” that the 
student cannot help feeling amused and 
interested. Then, too, the fact that 
nearly every one he meets is poorer than 
himself imparts the zest of complacency 
to his pilgrimage, and he steps among 
the hungry and wretched and the happy 
and careless, keeps his hand on his pock- 
etbook and his eyes on the shifting pano- 
rama of life and makes notes. 

The signs are the first things that take 
the wanderer’s eye. 

I He notes “A Regular Dinner for thir- 
teen Cents” and “Two Genuine Import- 
ed Havanas for Five Cents” with inter- 
est. He feels that his barber charges 
‘ im too much when he sees that he can 
iceive tonsorial attention here for five 
:ents, with the added luxury of bay rum 
’or ten cents, and that a clean towel is 
{guaranteed with every shave. 

A large and gaudy cartoon extolling 
the merits of the “Flor de Maggie Cline 
- Cigar” attracts his attention. A small 
footnote says that it is changed every 
day, and that while the merits of the 
cigar will be dwelt lovingly upon, yet 
the cartoons will also deal with timely 
topics. 

A clothing store near by has a big 
black signboard stating that this is the 
headquarters of the “Society for En- 
couraging the Wearing of Clean Shirts,' 
whereof the proprietor is president. He 
cannot but feel that the society is at 
ionce beneficial, salutary and situated in 
lits proper field, Park row. 

; The notice over a dingy doorway that 
“black eyes will be made to look natural 
Ifor ten cents” causes him some vague 
apprehension, as it is a silent witness 
ithat he is in the land of fisticuffs and as- 
sault and battery, 
j But contemplation of the chalk writ- 
ten words that “a Deluionico lunch goes 
i with every glass of beer” gives rise to 
more kindly feelings, and he soon for- 
igets his fears. 

A red nosed man rapping with a rat- 
tan at a large and startling representa- 
tion of “The Wonderful Monstrosity, 
Jumbeto, the Elephant Boy, Half Ele- 
phant, Half Human, Now to Be Seen 
Alive Inside” holds him awhile. But 
he feels sure it is a fake and drifts on 
to the “Auction Sale.” 

A sharp eyed person in his shirt 

I sleeves is extolling the merits of a solid 
gold, full jeweled, stem winding, Amer- 
ican movement watch, cased, chased, 
turned and beveled, going at the ridicu- 
lously low price of four dollars. Cap- 
pers are urging victims to buy, pullers 
•in are bawling the auction to all who 
pass and the hurdy gurdy behind the 
dime museum screen tries vainly to 
drown their cries by its jerky render- 
ing of “Comrades, comrades, ever since 
jwe were boys,” while the limn at the 
door still raps the counterfeit visage of 
the elephant boy aud cries that the ad- 
mission is but a dime. 

1 The crowd thickens; evening comes on. 
The “oysters and clams one cent” man 
lights his torch, Chinamen, bloused and 
pigtailed, heading for Chinatown; Ital- 
ians with pushcarts turning toward the 
bend, Greeks bound for James street, 
negroes for South Fifth avenue, Ger- 
mans for Avenue A, Hebrews for El- 
dridge street, all homeward bound, work 
worn and weary, hurry past. “Beef- 
steak John’s” is crowded. The fifteen 
[cent lodging houses have each their 
score of loungers at their dingy portals. 

! It is night. Now the shooting gal- 
leries light up and the “ping!" “ping!’ 
of the 22-caliber bullets ring down 
against the sheet iron targets. Men lurk 
in alleyways and Blink out to demand 
alms. A crowd of roisterers come down 
arm in arm. They are college boys, 
down on the Bowery for fun. 

1 A oue eyed man has song sheets for 
Bale. He cries his wares and sells 
several copies to the youths. 

The variety theaters open their doors 
and the Bowery amusement seeker 
surges in to see the Irish-American Four 
and McGiffin and McGufiin, the king 
pins of song aud dance. 

The German and Hebrew theaters aro 
open, too, and have their crowds ulso. 
The Elite Lady orchestra has tuned up 
in the concert halls, and the Bowery is 
at its best. 

The bell at the family resort is clang- 
ing for the first performance, and the 
ticket seller opens liis little window aud 
gets his cliange ready. 

The clothing store “barkers” redouble 
their efforts to catch trade by manual 
force, and the Bowery roars with sounds 
of life and trade. Saloons are doing u 
rushing busiuess now. Sailors, ’long- 
shoremen, mechanics, ull out for drink 
and recreation, make up the crowd. 

A new venture, the “two-and-a-half- 
!cent-a-cue” poolroom, has done such 


ood busiuess that rivals have sprung 
p on every side. These places %re all 
rowded. The frequenters are for the 
lost part evil looking, low browed 
youths of eightoeu or twenty years of 
f age. They crowd the tables aud Bow- 
iry argot makes their conversation al- 
lost unintelligible to the uninitiated. 
The notice that “no profane or vulgar 
_uguage is allowed” seems sarcastic, 
it is as fuuny in such a place as “Bow- 
ery prices for Broadway goods” is in 
the Cheap John clothing store. And 
the student of human nature notes it in 
his memory along with the sign —

The Journal last week had a letter from 
Mr. E. T. Colburn, of Newton Centre, 
member of the Councillor District Com- 
mittee, which presents very fairly the 
situation of the contest.

A. Campbell of Chelsea, a candidate last 
year in opposition to Mr. Stearns, but is 
not now a candidate; Hon. Rufus S. Frost, 
Hon. E. 0.

Newlon k Ronton Street Railway. 
The Newton A Boston Street Railway 
Company i « exclusively a Newton institu- 
tion. It occupied the northerly line of 
village*, Newton Centre, Newton High- 
lond* and Newton Upper Fall*, connect- 
ing with the village* on the main line at 
Newtonvllle. It pvs*e* by the cemetery 
and by the High school, two important 
institution* which never had railway 
communication with any of the villager 
It also opens up some of the beat terri- 
tory in the city heretofore unoccupied by 
reason of lack of communication. 

Bullough’s Pond is in the very centra 
of the city and great improvements are 
going on there. Heretofore to go from 
Newton Centre to West Newton and to 
Newtonvilie, it required going around a 
circuit of some 7 or 8 miles. The New- 
ton A Boston Street Railway covers it in 2 
miles. It Is said by railway men that this- 
new road is one of the best constructed 
and equipped in the country outside of the 
great cities. The electric motors and all 
the electrical apparatus are of the very 
latest and best type, assuring the greatest 
safety and, when practical, the greatest 
speed. Tne car* themselves are beauties- 
and reflect great credit upon the new 
builders at Waltham. The new carbouse 
at Bullough’s Pond is commodious and 
provided with every modern appliance. 

It i- called the Newton A Boston Street 
Railway, because it is intended to rim 
down to Chestnut Hill and connect with the- 
West End, or to run into Boston independ- 
ently, possibly by the proposed new boule- 
vard. 

The scheme was originated some six 
years ago by two Newtonvllle gentlemen. 
Messrs. H. B. Parker aud Geo. W. Morse, 
and while they for some time met with 
great opposition, the matter has been 
steadily pursued and never los* sight of 
until today it is an accomplished fact in 
which Newton is already taking pride. 

Mr. Parker is president of the road and 
Mr. Morse is a director and its counsel. 
They are both large holders in the securi- 
ties. The other promoters and directors 
are among the most enterprising of New- 
ton citizens. Col. J. X. Keller. Messrs. 
Samuel L. Powers, J. W. French. Austin 
R. Mitchell and several wealthy men with 
railroad ideas, are Interested in the stock 
and bonds. 

In connection with this road many Im- 
provements are to be made in the region 
about Bullough’s Pond, a large part of 
which land is controlled by Messrs. Morse 
and Parker with their associates. This 
region will naturally be one of the court 
parts of the city. Aside from this, how- 
ever, if the success of the Newton Street 
Railway Company, which had substantially 
the same projectors, is any criterion, the 
Newton & Boston Street Railway Company 
will be an ample success in the business, 
that it will do. The Newton Street Rail- 
way Company running from Newton to 
Waltham, between which cities there was 
no natural interchange until the electric 
railway was established, has done a busi- 
ness to the surprise of everybody. It has 
been so successful that it has paid its float- 
ing debt and has started a 10 per cent an- 
nual dividend, the first one having recently 
been paid. The New’ton A Boston Street 
Railway connects thickly populated 
regions, having mutual interests, social, 
business and otherwise, and can scarcely 
fail to be a great success. 

As to the improvements about Bullough’s 
Pond, a petition has already been signed 
and was presented to the city government 
Monday night by Alderman Harbach- 
Sorae years ago the city engineer of New- 
ton was directed to prepare a scheme for 
the improvement of Bullough’s Poud. It 
has been In progress and it is so far aerom- 
plished that a preliminary report will soou 
be made. It is claimed that it is quite as 
important that tiie improvements should 
be made speedily there as at Cheesecake 
Brook for which au appropriation has. 
been voted. Beside the improvements oi 
the shores ami small arms of the pond, a 
driveway should be constructed along the 
easterly shore. It would be one of New- 
ton’s most attractive drives. The owners 
are willing to give the land provided the 
city will construct the roadway. 

The owners propose in any event to lav 
out the laud about the pond ami build 
streets, bringing desirable house lots into 
the marktt. 

On the easterly side, a small part will be 
left open for the public. This is the old 
amphitheatre which his often be**u Used 
for picnics aud which cau be made a part 
of the park system of Newtou. 

It will be remembered that in 1883 an 
order was passed by the board of aldermen 
after several month s discussion. and failed 
with only one vote In the Common Council 
for this laud for park purposes aud 
Bullough’s Pond. The land offers suffici- 
ent variety to suit all manners of persons 
desiring to build residences. A small 
section of region of Uullough’s Pond is 
low, particularly at the coiner of Houier 
and Walnut street-, but Mr. Morse and his- 
associates have already proceeded to fill it 
iu. Two or three cove- about the pond 
have been considered objectionable aud 
are also beiug filled in. Other ueeessarj 
improvement' will be made to make the 
region a most desirable oue. 

The rails aud curves were furnished by 
the well know house of Hurriugtou, Robiu- 
sou A Co., 10 Oliver street, Boston, agents- 
for the Laekawauna Iron A steel Co. and 
Win. Whartou A Co., Philadelphia. The 
road-bed wus built by Soule, Dillingham A 
Co. of Bostou ; irou poles iurnislied by 
Morris, Tasker A Co., I’biladelphia ; 
wooden poles aud overhead cquipuicut bv 
the Thoui son Houston Electric Co.; wire 
by the Washburn A Moen Manufacturing 
Co., Worcester. The Wright Electrical 
Engineering Co. of Boston had the contract 
for puttiug up all the overhead lines. The 
car trucks are from the works of the BeuiL- 
Car Box Co. of Springfield. 

The car house was built by Henry F. 
Ross after pluns uiadt* by Ernest X. Boydeu 
of Newtonvilie; plumbing by C, N. Allen 
A Co. Power will be furnished by the 
Newtou Street Railway Co. from their 
generators located at the Waltham Ga^ 
Works. 

It is expected that the line will be in 
readiness lor experimental trips .u Satur- 
day of this week and that regular service 
will be oomuieuoed ou Sunday. Mr. L 11

TIIE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


HEARING ON THE BOYD POND 
NUISANCE. 

A mooting of tho Board of Health was 
held on Monday evening in tho assessor’s 
room, City Hall, to give a hearing to 
Chester W. Kingsley, John W. Hollis 
and Horace W. Jordan, owners of the 
mill privilego and property adjacent to 
Boyd’s pond, relative to the alleged 
nuisance there. The pond has long 
been a source of complaint from citizens 
residing in that vicinity who state that 
the odors from the exposed banks when 
the water is low in the summer season 
are extremely obnoxious and dangerous 
to public health. 

President Pettee presided aud Dr. 
Baker was absent. 

A letter from Chester W. Kingsley, 
who was out of town, was submitted, 
the contents of which were as follows:— 

Wm. S. French, Esq., 

Dear Sir:— Your notice of August 4th, 
notifying me of a hearing the 22a inst. in 
the matter of “alleged nuisance, source 
of filth, etc., at Boyd’s pond and land 
adjacent thereto’’ reaohos me here and I 
suppose Mr. Jordan is down in Maine, 
and Mr. Hollis not in condition to attend 
to business and I cannot be present in 
person 1 send you this communication 
on the matter. 

1st. When the dam was built and tho 
water power created the land flowed 
was in its natural state and no nuisanoe 
was created or complaint made for many 
years, all flowage rights were legally 
settled and fixed. 

2d. If there is any nuisance thero 
now it has been created by the streot 
washings of the city of Newton, and by 
the citizens of Newton using the brook 
running into the pond as a sewage de- 
posit, for either of which the present 
owners are not to blame; on the other 
side they have good ground to claim 
damag- s for injury to tneir water power. 

3d. As I understand nearly all the 
bottom of the pond where is what is 
claim* l as filth creating the alleged 
nuisance is on land owned by J. N. 
Bacon, Eso., which we have the right to 
flow, and being the upper end of the 

B ond the offensive matter put iuto the 
rook has there accumulated. 

4tb. The only way that I can see to 
at once abate the nuisance, if one exists, 
is to fill the pond with water and keep it 
full; iu other words ceaRe to use the 
water for power. By doing so the entire 
surface will cease to be exposed aud 
fermentation will cease. 

5th. Last spring your city engineer 
claimed that the overflow of our dam 
was higher than by law it ought to be, 
which was “fifteen inches below the 
crossbeam over the gates.’’ A few 
years ago the dam was rebuilt and as the 
preseut crossbeam was more than that 
on the gates we authorized him to lower 
the gates until we could ascertain what 
was the true state of the case. He 
did have the gates cut down several 
inches, this of course uncovered moro of 
the deposit at the upper end of the pond 
aud if there was any nuisance, made it 
so much the worse. We have now con- 
sulted wit^i the man who rebuilt the dam 
and received a letter from the engineer 
who bad charge of the rebuilding, and 
we are satisfied that the gates were right 
before your engineer cut them down. 
That the crossbeam above the gates was 
raised to give better facilities to open 
and shut the gates, but the overflow was 
left precisely where the award of the 
privilege fixed it and we want the gates 
restored to where they were before your 
engineer cut them down. 

tith. For one of the owners, if thero 
is a nuisance existing which ought to be 
abated, we are willing to allow the pond 
to remain full aud not draw it down for 
power provided the city of Newton will 
save us from pecuniary loss by so doing.

Mr. Hollis was preseut and was also 
represented by Francis Burke of 
Brighton. 

Mr. Burke said the property owners 
wished to understand the matter 
thoroughly and were desirous of meet- 
ing the board of health with a view to 
abate the nuisance if ouo really existed. 
He said if there was a nuisance there 
the city had a perfect right to abate it 
and ttie owners were disposed to co- 
operate with them. 

The mayor who was present at this 
time said it was the desire of the city to 
do away with the pond aud water 
privileges and to wall the brook up, this 
seeming the best way to stop the foul 
odors now so dangerous, lie understood 
that the Watertown authorities wero 
willing to cooperate with this city iu 
' abating the nuisance. The value of the 
water privilege to them could best be 
suggested by the owners. Mr. Hollis 
said he was unprepared to name the 
value of the water privileges but if the 
heal ing could be continued for one week 
he would be able to come to some de- 
cision. 

The bearing was therefore continued 
to next Mouday eveuing, August 29. at 
7.30.

TWENTY QUESTIONS ON TUE TARIFF 

ABKEI) BY TOE NEW ENGLAND TARIFF 

REFORM LEAGUE. 

The Now England tariff reform league 
has issuod a set of twenty questions up- 
on the tariff which are expected to set 
the protectionists thinking, and are 
hoped to be as strong in their way as 
the similar twenty questions which the 
league iBBued in 1888. These have been 
prepared by Jabez Fox of Cambridge, 
and will be distributed by tho league as 
a campaign document. Tho questions 
are fortified by citation to the very place 
where the authority is to bo found, so 
any one can verify them and see if the 
implication in them is erroneous. With- 
out theBo references, tho questions are ns 
follows:— 

1. With a duty of 2 2 10 conts apouud, 
or 70 per cent ad valorem, 1 per cent of 
all the tin plates wo use are made in this 
country. To enable the galvanized iron 
trust to make $200,000 worth of Ameri- 
can tin plates the American public has 
to pay an annual tax of $15,000,000. How 
much more nourishment will this par- 
ticular infant require iu order to become 
a truly American infant? 

2. Carroll D. Wright, United States 
commissioner of labor, declares that tho 
actual cost of manufacturing a ton of 
steel rails in this country is not more 
than $3.50 greater than it is in England. 
Tho duty is $13.44 a ton. What becomes 
of that odd $10? 

3. With a profit of $10 a ton upon an 
annual outpuc of 3,145,000 tons, how 
much can tho steel rail trust afford to 
pay to the Republican campaign fund for 
the perpetuation of the McKinley tariff? 

4. If the object and effect of a high 
tariff is to raise the rate of wages, why 
have there been more than 250 strikes 
and reductions of wnges in the protected 
industries since the adoption of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff? 

5. If the increase of $1,052,573 in our 
exports to Brazil from 1891 to 1892 is duo 
to our “reciprocity arrangement 1 ’ with 
that country, what caused the increase 
of $2,255,007 from 1890 to 1891, before 
republican reciprocity had broken out? 

0. If, as protectionists assert, it is a 
sign of national prosperity to sell more 
than we buy, how much statesmanship 
is therein a policy which cultivates trade 
with Brazil and Cuba, where we bought 
last year $144,944,990 and sold $20,345,- 
134. and obstructs trade with Canada 
and Englaud, where we bought last year 
$235,157,797 and sold $485,257,781? 

7. If, as Mr. Sherman asserts, a pro- 
tective tariff tends to lower the price of 
the protected article, how can Mr. 
Carnegie, with his neat device for scaling 
wages down as prices go down, expect 
to satisfy his workmen that the protec- 
tive tariff is made for them? 

8. The woolen schedule of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff prepared by the national 
association of wool manufacturers, of 
which William Whitman is president, has 
raised the duty on the goods made by the 
Arlington mills, of which Mr. Whitman 
is treasurer, from 00 per cent to 90 per 
cent. Even before this increase Mr. Whit- 
man reported the average earnings of his 
mill for a period of 20 years to have been 
20 8-10 par cent per annum. And now 
Mr. Whitman declares that the tariff 
should be let alone, and he roundly 
denounces those who are “always eager 
to engage iu crusades of tariff reform at 
the expense of other people.” Are there 
enough “other people” of Mr. Whitman’s 
kiud to outvote us at the next election? 

9. After an uninterrupted application 
of the home market theory lor 20 years 
we find 900 abandoned farms in Masa- 
chusetts. How many farm mortgages 
does it take to buy a home market? 

10. If, as Mr. McKinley now asserts, 
“the foreipjier pays the tax,” why did 
he strike off tho sugar tax, which yielded 
to our government an anuual revenue of 
$53,985 373 85? 

11. Why did he give a bounty of two 
cents a pound, paid by American tax- 
payers, to the Louisiana sugar planter 
as a substitute for the foreign-paid tax 
on imported sugar? 

12. Why did Mr. Whitman demand a 
tax of 44 ceuts a pound on imported 
dress goods as “compensation” for the 
duty on imported wool? 

13. Why did W. C. Cronomeyer, sec- 
retary of the American tin plate associa- 
tion,” demand a higher duty on tin 
plates; Thomas G. W. Bradley, “presi- 
dent of the New York knife company,” 
a higher duty on jackknives; James W. 
Inches, “president of the American 
mineral water association,” a higher 
duty on mineral water; A. E. Richard- 
son, “president of the American milk 
sugar company,” a higher duty on sugar 
of milk; aud so on to the end of the 
chapter? Were all those patriots ani- 
mated by the desire to have the foreigner 
taxed more heavily for the purpose of 
our government? If so, how does it 
happen that the bill which they framed 
is entitled a “bill to reduce the 
revenue?” 

14. If, as protectionists assert, “free 
trade” has always worked disastrously, 
why is Englaud more prosperous than 
any other European country, aud why 
diu Francis Dewitt, secretary of the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts say in 
1850, 10 years after the passage of the 
Walker ‘‘freo trade” tariff: “The result 
exhibits a rapid aud substantial growth 
iu our industrial resources which is be- 
lieved to be without parallel iu the his- 
tory of the world?” 

15. Why did all tho Massachusetts 
members of Congress iu 1857 vote to 
make the low tariff of 1840 lower still? 

10. If a low tariff means low wages, 
why does our Republican consul iu the 
free trade colouy of New South Wales 
declare that “labor is better treated aud 
better paid here thau auy w here else ou 
the earth?” 

17. Wheu Mr. McKinley said, report- 
ing his bill: “In every cubc of increased 
duty importations will fall off;” aud 
wheu Senator Evarts said: “Trade be- 
tween nations stands for war;” aud 
wheu Senator Hawley said: “Transporta- 
tion 1 kuow is a calamity,” did these 
men imagine that the Boston Journal 
would discover two years later that the 
McKiuley tariff actually stimulated for- 
eign trade? 

18. When President Harrison said iu 
1891: “1 oauuot always sympathize with 
the demaud which we hear so frequently 
for cheap things. Tmugs may be too 
cheap,” did he kuow that Senator Aid- 
rich would show in 1892 that the Mo- 
Kiuley tariff had made things very cheap 
indeed? 

10. If free competition meaus equality 
in wages, how oouid we send abroad 


$872,270,283 worth of tho products of our 
high-priced labor last year to bo Bold in 
freo competition with tho pauper labor 
of tho whole world? 

20. If, as tho Kopublioan platform 
assorts, a duty should be levied upon 
imports “equal to tho difference between 
wages abroid and at home,” wliv is the 
duty on steel rails $18.44 a ton when the 
difference in labor cost is only $3 78 a 
ton? And why Is the duty on nig-iron 
$0.72 a ton when the difference in labor 
cost is only $2 24? And why do wo Im- 
pose duties on copper, sewing-machines, 
agricultural implements, clocks, watches, 
breadstuff's, provisions, and numerous 
other things which are produced more 
cheaply here than anywhere else on 
earth?

I he Osborn Case. 

Mr. Potter makes a better witness, 
from a certain ingrained veracity, in- 
herited from his father, the late Robert 
Potter, than does that lively Republican 
lobbyist, Osborn the briber, in his as- 
tonishing testimony at the municipal 
court.

of the Middlesex club. It is quite true, 
as one of your correspondeuts has inti- 
mated, that great efforts were made by 
a semi official clique to prevent any 
actual trial of Osborn for bribery; but 
the sudden employment of Judge French 
as prosecuting attorney threw their 
forces into confusion, and well-nigh 
abashed the impudent Gilman himself. 
His associate, E. B. Callender, himself a 
notorious lobbyist and tho partner of 
Tom Marsh iu Rome of his state-house 
enterprises, did not appear actively in 
tho case, — no doubt for good reason, — 
but ho wns in the background ready to 
assist Osborn and Gilman in their noble 
effort to expose a conspiracy of country 
members in the General Court against 
tho immaculate virtue of Osborn. If 
Mephistopliele8 did not laugh when he 
hoard Osborn testifying aud Gilman 
pleading, this week, it must be because 
he has lost tho power of grinning at 
suffering honesty.— Boston Cor. Spring- 
field Republican. 

The Iron Hnll Disaster. 

The time is therefore opportune for 
renewing the movement for the repeal of 
the statutes authorizing such schemes 
to be worked in Massachusetts, says the 
Springfield Republican. It was the Iron 
Hall which first appeared here and 
which was altogether instrumental, 
through i ts eminent attorneys, in forc- 
ing the door open in Massachusetts for 
itself aud the brood which its example 
hatched out iu our midst; aud this same 
concern has been the backbone of tho 
fight in the state-houre to prevent the 
enactment of hostile legislation. Tho 
cowardly performances of tho last Legis- 
lature on this question have not been 
forgotten. They were for the most part 
the work of the Iron Hall agents, who 
stopped short of nothing, apparently, to 
persuade and intimidate members, a 
majority of whom were weak-kneed 
enough to yield to the threats of dire 

E olitical consequences. These mean- 
ers must feel pretty cheap now. Auy- 
how, with the Iron Hall in a state of 
collapse and all the others nearly so, 
those political consequences do not ap- 
pear very formidable at present. Thus 
even a Legislature of little courage or 
virtue might now be moved to outlaw 
the whole brood of endowment swindles. 
The opportunity should be taken before 
a new set of similar schemes has been 
put on foot. k

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

The ordinance committee are reported 
to have at last begun their wrestle with a 
sewer assessment ordinance, and they 
iheld a meeting recently to hear the views 
of the members, and of others of the city 
council who had anything to say. It is 
reported that there were a number pre- 
sent and that there was a marked diver- 
gence in their views. The old ordinance 
which put all the cost on the land is still 
held in great favor by some, who want 
the new one to be just as close a copy of 
it as the new law passed at the last ses- 
sion, and which was presumably favored 
hy the legislative committee of our city 
council, will allow. We say presumably, 
as none of the legislative committee ap- 
peared during the several weeks it was 
binder consideration by the legislature 
to oppose any of its provisions. 

This law provides that the city shall 
pay not less than one fourth of the cost, 
and the justice of this provision is self- 
evident. Id the course of the hearings, 
Mayor Mayberry of Waltham, who 
favored the new law, said that there was 
a piece of land in Waltham assossed for 
$700, and if all the cost was placed on the 
land, this piece would be assessed for 
$2,000. We presume there are several 
such lots of land in Newton, which con- 
tain no buildings aud which will probably 
not be built upon in years, if ever. 

It is said that all parties are agreed in 
recommending that the city shall only 
pay oue fourth, which is in the nature of 
a compromise. The divergence comes 
upon the way the remainder shall bo as- 
sessed. Alderman Harbacb, who was 
the chief advocate of putting all the cost 
•ou the land, and those who follow him, 
want the whole of the remaining three 
fourths assessed upon the laud, without 
any regard to whether such land is im- 
proved or not. or whether iu the nature 
of its location it can ever he improved. 

Alderman Sheppard and a number of 
-others believe iu seeking some more 
equitable method, and favor putting otie- 
!half the cost on the land, aud making the 
other one-fourth an anuual assessment, 
divided up according to the amount of 
water emptied into the sewer, as can be 
easily done by an inspection of the water 
bills. There would be some justice iu 
this, as a concern like the Nonantum 
Worsted Company, which empties 
thousands of gallons into the sewer, 
would pay more than the owner of a lot 
of swamp laud of the same size on which 
there are no houses, 

The cost of the sowers, it is now as- 
sumed, will be at least $2,000,000, aud a 
•quarter of this would be $500,000. There 
are some 4,000 water takers in the city, 
and dividing this among them iu annual 
assessments for 30 years would bring 
great relief to the small property owners, 
•or those holding unimproved and cheap 
Sand, who will find it hard euough to pay 
an assessment for half the cost of build- 
ing the sewers. 

The ordinance committee have thus 
two plans to choose from, and the latter 
•one outlined above, would seem to ap- 
pear to them as possessing more 
•elements of fairness than any that has 
yet been presented. Iu the very nature 
•of things no method of laying sewer as- 
sessment* can be perfectly fair, aud 
therefore the plan adopted should he as 
nearly just and equitable as the nature of 
things w? 1 clh'w. 


A DIGNIFIED TOSITION. 

It is always interesting to observe the 
position assumed by candidates for of- 
fice. There is the old-fashioned way of 
accepting an honor if it is offered hut 
refusing to work for it, and there is the 
.new-fashioned way of the candidate hold- 
ing out his hat to every oue he meets and 
begging for votes and support. The first 
is more dignified and the oue who fol- 
• lows it preserves his own self-respect, 
but the latter course is the more often 
successful and explains why so many 
imen of no particular fitness so often se- 
cure high office. Instead of nominating 
•the best mau forau office, it bas unfortu- 
nately grown to be the custom iu too 
rniauy cases to choose the one who &Bks 
for it most persistently. 

The attitude of Mr. J. It, Leesou is a 
•case iu point. He left Newtou ou his 
vacatiou before the heat of the contest 
Ibegau aud will remaiu away until the last 
•of September. His attitude iu regard to 
the nomination is most dignified. While 
the recognizes that the support of his fel- 
low oitizens of Newtou, his frieuds aud 
•neighbors, would be au honor which 
;auy man might be proud to receive, 
tire; yet feels that it is due to his dig- 
uity aud self-respect not to detract from 


the honor by going about soliciting as- 
sistance. Ho has asked no man for his 
vote, no man for support. Ho did not 
suggest himself as a candidate for the 
nomination, and the mention of his name 
was entirely spontaneous, and the natu- 
ral result of the respect that is felt for 
him by all who know his high character, 
his sound judgment and his wide experi- 
ence. While it would be much to ho 
deplored if men like him were not ambi- 
tious for public office, it is refreshing to 
find so general and hearty a desire for 
the nomination of a citizen who is will- 
ing to leave the matter to bo settled, as 
this question will be, by the votes of the 
men who have known him in publio and 
private life for yoars. 

If those who know him well believo 
him to he a fit man for the placo it is 
their duty and their privilege to honor 
themsolves and him by giving him a 
unanimous delegation from Newton. 


Foil the city to buy Boyd’s pond, if it 
could be purchased at a reasonable sum, 
and fill it up, would seem to bo the most 
satisfactory way of getting rid of what 
is regarded hy all the residents in the 
city ns a nuisance that is dangerous to 
health. According to the best author- 
ities it is such bodies of water, which 
are drawn down in summer hy those who 
own the water privileges, that aro 
dangerous places to have and liable to 
become plague spots. In warm weather, 
the mill owners desire to use the water, 
and as the water in summer is generally 
low, a great deal of foul smolling land is 
left uncovered, to become offensive to 
every one living in the vicinity. A good 
deal of low land is drained by the stream 
that flows into Boyd’s pond, and the 
drainage would be much more effectual 
hy tearing down the dam, and Ailing up 
the pond. In the years that the pond 
has existed, a good deal of sewage has 
found its way there and the dam has 
held it back, until the whole bottom of 
the pond has become about as bad as the 
bed of Charles River below Watertown, 
and it smells just as bad when uncovered. 
The dam also prevents the free flow of 
water above the pond and makes a wet 
marsh of mauy acres, which is not a 
healthy thing to have in the centre of a 
oity. If the owners are disposed to be 
reasonable, they can get & fair price 
for their water privileges, but if they 
hold out, the local boards of health may 
call in the services of the state board of 
health, with results that might bo far 
less satisfactory to the owners. 


Ix our last issue we said we were hard- 
ly iu condition to throw stones at New- 
ton until we had done all that we could 
to abate this nuisance, but. after such an 
onslaught, we feel impelled to ask if it 
can be considered maintaining a nuisance 
to have all the filth of a large city like 
Newton, dumped at our door in such 
quantities that you cannot removo it 
single handed. We maintain that the 
guilty city itself should shoulder part of 
the blame, and assist in abating this 
nuisance. The Graphic should not de- 
scend from its usual lofty height to bear 
false witness against its neighbor. 

The above is from the Watertown 
Enterprise in response to onr mild state- 
ment ol facts, in regard to the amount of 
filth Watertown throws into the Charles 
River. If the whole city of Newton con- 
tributes as much filth to the Charles 
River as any one of a half dozen Water- 
town factories that might be named, we 
will cheerfully admit that Newton should 
take immediate action in the matter. 
Watertown prides itself on keeping the 
land on both banks of the river, but it 
seems to take no responsibility along 
with the land, aud lets its factories 
pollute the stream without hiudrauce or 
regulations. 


What has oeen caned “The Cheese- 
cake Brook Bouleva rd” f:om Watertown 
street to the Ch<* rles River, is a very 
high sounding ir.me for a very moderate 
sized street, which would never, in the 
nature of things, be very attractive. 
Cheesecake Brook is not, in its lower 
portion, a thing of beauty, and it would 
take very radical measures to make it a 
joy forever. Still something ought to be 
done to relieve the abuttors, and prob- 
ably this is as satisfactory as aLy course 
that could be followed. The laud along 
the brook is not very valuable in its 
present condition and the improvement 
could not fail to benefit the abuttors. 


Some curious rumors are going about 
among the politicians. One is that Mr. 
Lodge will not run for Congress again, 
hut that the place will be left open to 
Speaker Barrett as a temptation to him 
to take it and leave Lodge the senator- 
ship. But it is not believed that Barrett 
will do auything of the sort. If Lodge is 
that much afraid of him, then it will en- 
courage Barrett all the more to push for 
the higher prize. Then, if Lodge is out 
of it, Alfred W. Cox of MaldeuiB said to 
be the probable nominee. 


The suggestion of Mr. Roger Wolcott’s 
name for Lieutenant Governor is being 
received with great favor, aud it would 
he a nomination for that office quite out 
of the usual course pursued by the Re- 
publican party in recent years. Haile 
and Wolcott would sound well, although 
Wolcott aud Haile would sound better, 
aud Mr. Wolcott would be able to meet 
the Democratic candidate on the stump 
aud make the campaign more mterest- 
iuf?- 

Mayor IIiuuakd will have to resist a 
good deal of pressure if he refuses 
auolber term. From all over the city the 
sentiment seems to be iu favor of usiug 
every means to induce him to accept a 
third term, aud he can hardly be insensi- 
ble to the great compliment this involves. 
No other candidate would be put up if 
he should be persuaded. 

Ex-Senator Francis Bigelow of JNa- 
tick seems to be the most popular candi- 
dute iu this vicinity for county commis- 
sioner, to succeed Mr. Frost. 


Mil Geo. S. Houghton of this city 
D the Prohibition candidate for council- 
lor , so Newton will have one nomination 
for the office in any event.

Thomas Nickerson's Will. 

The will of the late Thomas Nickerson 
was presented for probate this week . The 
public bequests amount to $10,000 nnd are 
as follows: 

The Newton Theological Seminary, $2- 
000; the American Baptist Missionary 
Union of Boston, $:*X).>; the American 
Baptist Missionary Society of New York, 
$3000; the Newton Baptist Society. $2000 ; 
the Massachusetts Baptist Convention, $2- 
000; the Massachusetts Society for the Re- 
lief of Widows nnd Orphans of Deceased 
Baptist Ministers, $1000; the South Baptist 
churoh of Boston, $ 1000 , nnd the Newton 
Cottage Hospital. $2000. 

A bequest of $1,000 is left to Winslow 
Nickerson, a nephew; $3, (XX) to Andrew 
Nickerson, the favorite nephew of the 
deceased, who Is also named first ns 
executor, nnd to him nro left trust funds of 
${XXX) to pay an income of $10;,0 to the 
widow of David Nickerson, a brother, and 
trust funds of $8000 to pay a similar be- 
quest to Abbte C. Nickerson, daughter of 
the last nnmed. Those sums revert to the 
heirs on the death of the beueficiarios. 
Richard Nagle, the man of all work about 
the deceased’s home, is left $500. 

The homestead, which was left to the 
wife, goes to the heirs, share for share. 

Inart. 18 of the will the following be- 
quests are made ; “I give and bequeath to 
my son, Theodore Nickerson, the portrait 
of my father, my aneroid barometer, mv 
coat of arms, and all the works of W. M. 
Thackeray owned by me; to my daughter, 
Ella S. Rogers, my sofa rug; to my 
daughter, Lena A. Mason, my music box ; 
to my grandson, Thomas Nickerson, my 
gold watch and chain and my picture of the 
ship North America: to my daughter-in- 
law, Kate M. Nickerson, my landscape, 
painted by W. N. Bartholomew; to my son- 
in-law. E. H. Mason, my edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica and my Black’s 
Atlas.” 

The sum of $100,000 is set aside for the 
benefit of the 15 grand-children of the 
deceased, nnd this sum is to be kept proper- 
ly Invested, and the income allowed to ac- 
cumulate and be added to the principal. 
Each grandchild, on coming of age, is given 
his or her share, and If any of the children 
of the testator die and no grandchildren of 
this child remains, the property reverts to 
the remaining grandchildren, if any, pro- 
vided each are living. 

Then the remainder of the estate is 
divided in equal shares to the wife and 
children, but the following provisions step 
in to modify the bequest: First, one-half 
of the bequest only is to be paid directly to 
the children and secondly from this is to be 
deducted any debts that may be owing the 
estate by the children ; neither do the issue 
of such children as owe the estate receive 
the full share. 

The other half of the bequest to the chil- 
dren is held in trust, the income only going 
to the beneficiaries; likewise the income to 
the grandchildren when their parents shall 
die. When the wife died the provision for 
her fourth of the estate was that the income 
should go to the children, share for share. 

Then the trust is continued to the issue 
of children aud grandchildren till the last 
of the children, husband and wife of either 
included, is deceased, when the trust 
terminates, and the respective shares of 
the principal of the trust fund shall be paid 
to the parsons then entitled to the income 
thereof. 

It is interesting to holders of the securi- 
ties which form a large part of the estate, 
Atchiso i and Mexican Central Issues, to 
note that the testator requests that his in- 
vestments be left intact so far as possible. 

Andrew Nickerson, Theodore Nickerson 
and E. H. Mason are nnmed as executors, 
and are to receive $5,OOJ each for their 
services. The property is estimated to be 
wortli about a million and a half.

Newfield, Maine. 
Where is Shady Nook Cottage? And 
whore is Newfield, Maine? 1 will tell 
yon. Of thi* rural retreat 1 knew noth- 
ing till ft few weeks ftgo. There np. 
penred in the daily papers an adveitise 
ment: "Summer Boarders: Shady Nook 
Cottage and farm." AddresR G. W. 
Davis, East Wakefield Depot, N. H.” A 
little correspondence followed, and I 
determined to explore the region and 
learn of its health-giving and pleasure 
promising capacities. 

The way to tret there. From the 
Eastern railroad depot direct to East 
Wakefield Depot the cheapest, or by the 
lloston A Maine to Alton Bay across the 
beautiful Winnipiseogee, and from 
Wolfboro to Wolfboro Junction, then by 
the Eastern to East Wakefield Depot, five 
miles beyond, the longest but most 
picturesque. 

1 chose the latter and had a most 
delightful ride full of pleasure all the 
way. I stepped from the cars at East 
Wakefield Depot and looked around. 
This is the name of the station and post 
office, and is the general centre and 
gathering place for the farmers and 
visitors for many miles around. The 
settlement is a little larger than an em- 
bryonic western city. The depot, two 
large boarding houses or hotels, and 
throe or four other bouses constitute the 
village. 

Here a little incident occurred that | 
represented a contemptable speciman of , 
meanness, duplicity and downrignt lyine ; 
that was astonishing in this land of 
honest dealing and rustic mauhood. 

I was bound for "Shady Nook Cottage,” 
a summer boarding-place and farm five 
miles away across the Hue in Newfijld, 
Maine. 1 had not notified Mr. G. W. 
Davis, the proprietor of the cottage, of 
my coming. As I stepped from the train 
a pleasant appearing young man accosted 
me and asked if 1 wished to be takeu 
anywhere, saying he would carry me 
wherever I chose to go. 

"Is there any team here from Shady 
Nook Cottage?” 

"There was one here ten or fifteen 
minutes ago, but I think it has gone.” 

1 decided to wait a little while to see 
if it would not return for guests who 
might come on this train. 

"If you want me let me know and I 
will come for you at once,” he said aud 
went away. 

Ten minutes passed and Mr. Davis’ 
team did not appear. Then a bright, 
chipnery boy accosted me and asked if I 
had decided to take the team, saying he 
had been requested to wait to see if I 
wanted it. 

"Where is the mau?” I asked. 

"Just beyond, at the second house,” I 
can get him in a minute, he replied 
eagerly. 

"Ask him what he will charge to take 
me to Shady Nook Cottage.” 

The boy was off like a shot In three 
minutes he was back. 

"He said it is near six miles and he 
will take you there for a dollar. He will 
come around as soon as he can harness.” 

. "Before coming here I had been in- 
formed the distance was five miles. The 
station agent tells me it is a little more 
than four miles.” Then turning to a man 
standing near me I asked, 

"How far do you call it?” 

"I know how far it is but I’ve nothing 
to do with it,” and he looked away. To 
the boy 1 said, 

"All right Tell him to come for me.” 
And the boy was off on the run. 

Hardly had he disappeared around the 
corner, when the man to whom 1 had 
addressed my question, suddenly started 
across the little square between the 
depot and a stable connected with the 
hotel or house opposite, aud hastily 
ordering a top buggy to be run out, 
quickly harnessed a horse, attached him 
to the buggy into which at his motion, 
another boy jumped and drove directly 
over to where I stood. In a minute after 
the man came over and said, 

"Jump in aud the boy will take you 
where you want to go.” 

Suspecting some trick as the first boy 
had gone to another house, 1 asked, 

"Is this the team I just ordered?” 
"Yes.” 

"But that boy went to another stable 
and 1 think to another man.” 

"It is all right, that was my boy you 
was talking to. Come, ain’t you going to 
get in?” • , 

"I will wait a little to see if another 
man with another team isn't coming. I 
don’t propose to engage one and go off 
with somebody else.” 

"I do the work for him; carry his 
boarders t6 his house. If you don’t 
want to go in the team you’ve ordered, 
I’ll put the horse up,” he quickly re- 
plied, and immediately sent bis team 
over to the stable, hurling profanity and 
insulting words at me as he went, evi- 
dently determined to get out of the way 
before the otliei man aud team arrived. 

I turned to the station agent who had 
been seated near on the platform, aud 
said, 

"Wasn’t that a shabby, contemptable 
trick that fellow' was attempting to play 
on me?” 

"It looked like it,” be quietly replied. 
"Was that the mau I ordered the team 
of?” 

"No. The other one will be here in a 
minute or two.” 

He came with an open buggy aud to 
him I told of the coutemptable trick the 
other had attempted on me aud him. A 
few words explained the situation, 
ltival stables aud rival houses. The 
lying game had uot worked, heuce the 
profanity aud auger as well as mortifica- 
lion . , 

My driver was gentlemanly and inter- 
esting aud gave me much of the history 
of the region through which we were 
travelling. He eagerly grasped at the 
scientific facts that I gave in return. Is 
was a pleasant ride of live miles over the 
hills aud valleys with lake, poud aud 
rnouutaiu constantly in view, and ended 
just across the border in Newfield, Maine, 
at my lirst objective point, “.Shady Nook 
Cottage.” 

Here I was welcomed by Mr. aud Mrs. 
Davis as cordially as if 1 had been an old 
acquaintance and at once made to feel at 
borne. 

1 also was welcomed by two young 
men from Newton who are speudiug 
their summer vacation at this place. 

A hasty toilet aud then to supper. 
And such a supper; a real country 
supper, fresh vegetables, berries aud 
abundance of real cream aud milk that 
had uot been toted in the sun half a 
hundred miles. 

It was the first time I had been hungry 
and the first meal 1 had enjoyed for 
many a week. Then out doors to learn 
where 1 had cast auchor aud get my 
bearings. 

Shady Nook Cottage is a new addition 
to a part of an old farm-house aud will 


accommodate twenty or twenty-five 
guests. Mr. G. W. Davis ha* followed 
the derision of the farmer referred to in 
the Bible, "To tour down and build 
bigger.” Tho house is pleasant and 
pleasantly located and received the name 
"Shady Nook Cottage” from the lines 
of trees near the house and street. The 
trees stand just near enough and no less 
than six or seven hammocks were swung 
beneath them, proving pretty conclu- 
sively how the guests were improving 
the ‘‘Shady Nooks.” 

The house is situated on high land 
and it is a delight to breathe the pure 
oxhilerating air and to feel there is no 
contamination with city dust and smoko.

Sheets of water dot the 
landscape and heavily wooded slopes 
maxe beautiful this rural region.

Other lakes and ponds 
and trout streams within two or three 
miles. There is excellent boating on all 
these sheets of water. Several pleasant 
farm-houses are near by and only a few 
minutes walk takes one to the couutrv 
church and schoolhouse. 

Several years ago some men, seeking 
after gold and silver or othor metals, 
thought they Lad found a promising 
bonanza and sunk a shaft (and quite a 
little sum of money besides) iuto a ledge 
just above the house. The mining ven- 
ture was uot a success but it proved a 
bonanza to Mr. Davis for, through a 
seam that was opened in the ledge, an 
abundant supply of purest water camo 
and from this source the house is 
supplied. Certainly iu one respect it is 
the most successful mining venture 
found anywhere iu the state. It illus- 
trates the advantage of "watered stock.” 

This is a splendid place to rest. It is 
far from the busy hum of the bee-hive 
world. The daily stage bringing the 
daily mail merely breaks the somnolence 
ot the retreat for a very short time. 

Daily guests spend mauy hours swing- 
ing in hammocks beueath the wide- 
spreadiug-leafy branches, resting in tho 
giateful shade. 

The walks through field or pasture or 
along the couutry roads are always a 
pleasure and a delight. Rich, fresh 
cream and milk, from tho cows fed on 
the green hill-sides, chicken and eggs 
from tho poultry-house, fresh vegetables 
aud fruits aud berries from garden aud 
bush is all that guest can desire. 

For amusements, reading, writing, 
dreaming; for games, croquet any where 
around the house; base ball, road, field 
or pasture; tennis, why here is a farm of 
three or four hundred acres, giving 
ample room for one to spread him or 
herself and capture any prize offered. 
These wore not wbilo 1 was there. The 
piazza, hammock and shade was far 
most desirable. 

Mr. Davis is a teacher of more than a 
score of years experience. He holds 
nearly all the offices of the town, from 
Trial Justice to Board of Health. Mrs. 
Davis is a graduate of the state Normal 
school at Gorham, and has also been a 
teacher. They are very pleasant and 
companionable aud tell their boarders to 
do just as they are a mind to. 

I left Shady Nook Cottage with regret. 
I hope sometime to visit it a^ain when 
my days shall be lengthened into woeks 
and the weeks into months.

How the Continents Attract Seas. 

The effect of gravitation in heaping up 
the sea waters upon the shores of conti- 
nents is one of the most interesting, as 
well as the most curious and least con- 
sidered, facts in connection with old 
ocean’s history. Thus the continents 
are all situated at tops of great hills or 
mountains of water, and to cross the At- 
lantic or any other ocean the ship has 
to first go down the sloping sheet, cross 
the valley and then climb the moun- 
tain of water on the other side before it 
safely reaches a harbor. 

In this connection the interesting cal- 
culation has been made that in mid- 
ocean on the Atlantic the depression is 
about three-fourths of a mile below the 
level of the water at coast line, while a 
ship in traveling from San Francisco to 
Yokohama, Japan, must cross a valley 
at least a mile in depth. — St. Louis Re- 
public. 

A Storage Battery Locomotive. 

A storage battery locomotive lias been 
put into operation in Wurtemherg, run- 
ning from some paper mills at Ravens* 
burg to the station on the steam 
railroad, about 2% miles away. 
This locomotive, which hauls pas- 
sengers as well as freight, weighs 
eight tons and carries 100 cells of a 
gelatinous storage batter}’, which sup- 
ply current to the motor. The cells 
weigh two tons. The line has no very 
heavy grades. The locomotive makes 
on an average four trips daily and hauls 
a load of twenty tons between the two 
points in twenty minutes. It seems to 
do the work. — New York Telegram.
